I "Prom Sonora to Yucatan more 
than fifty separate dialects are spok-

"All the inhabitant- of the West 
Coast, however, with the exception of 
some hill tribes of Indians, can under- 
stand Spanish. 

"Of these Indians the 8,000 Yaquis, 
with their crude Bacatete hill forts, 
their weird ceremonial masque dances , 
and their warlike attitude, are easily 
most consupicuous. Many are enlisted 
with the federal army or employed 
:\s ranch hands and mine or railroad 
laborers. 

"The Yaquis with the federal troops 
are termed 'Manzos.' or 'tame' Ya- \ 
quis; those in the hills, wild and hos- ' 
tile, are the 'Bronchos.' The latter are I 
a vagrant lot. robbing ranches for 
food and animals, carrying rawhide | 
drums and water gourds, wearing 
sandals of green cowskin — living by I 
their wits. Pressed by hunger, they 
subsist as well on burros as beef, 

"These burros, 'the short and sim- 
ple animals of the noor.' thrive bv the 
thousand on the West Coast. Many 



run wild, like "the wild asses of Mes- 
opotamia.' 

"The Maya Indians, some of whom 
still carry bows and arrows, inhabit 
the flat coastal plain south of the 
Yaqui region along the River Maya. 
Excellent laborers, peacefully inclined, 
many of the Mayas are trusted helpers 
on American ranches and plantations. 

"Most of the well-advertised brands 
of wild men are fairly familiar to 
the show-going American public. The 
head-hunter, the Pygmy, the Bush- 
man and his boomerang are all old 
circuses acquaintances. l>ut within 70© 
miles of chaste and classic Los An- 
geles, there dwells a lost tribe of sav- 
ages whose very name is known to but 
few • f u>: for this tribe has never 
been tamed, 'uplifted.' or even exhib- 
ited. Yet it is older, "crimps, than the 
\/tevs; it mav even be the last living 
fragment of the American aborigines. 

"The Seris. these strange people are 
called, and they inhabit a lonely evil 
rock called Tiburon ( Shark 1 Island 
that lifts its hostile head from the hot 
empty waters of the Gulf of Califor- 
nia. And down this cast the name of 
Tiburon is spoken with a shrug of the 
shoulders, for these Seris are thieves 
and killers. It is even whispered that 
long ago they were rannibals."

In Shanghai, for Instance, seventy 
per cent, of the employees In the 
cotton mills are women and children. 
Worklrg hours for spinners are from 
six in the morning until six at night 
und from six at night until six In the 
morning. Weavers work from 5:30 In 
the morning until seven at night and 
the wages are from ten to twenty cents 
a day. Hundreds of women are em- 
ployed In silk filature mills, standing 
hour after hour washing cocoons In 
basins of boiling water In the ex- 
cessively hot rooms necessiry for 
apartments where fine silk >s spun. 
In Canton alone, there are 150.009 
women In factories at a maximum 
wage of forty cents a dsy for women 
and of flfieen cents a day for girls. 

As pnrt of Its program of world 
service for women the National Young 
Women's Christian Association Is ex- 
pecting to put on Its staff of sec- 
retaries In China an expert on In- 
dustrial conditions who will develop 
social work In factories, and work to 
Improve conditions for women em- 
ployees. This work will Include the 
Introduction of recreation and social 
life among the workers and of health 
lectures and educational classes.

Churchmen and archaeologists alike 
were shocked at recent dispatches 
which tell more fully how Gaza, Pal- 
estine, was shell riddled and half do 
stroyed, like a war ravaged city of 
l-rnnce, by the fierce fighting which 
restored the Holy Land to Christian 
dominion. 

"Deep as may lie the regret that 
present day Ga/.a has been injured, 
vet there is no indication that the 
Gaza which once was the Liverpool . 
Philistia, and later the St. Louis of 
Palestine, has been damaged." says a 
bulletin from the Washington head- 
iiuarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 

"Modern Gaza is set upon a hill, 
some 100 feet above the surroundings 
and dunes and verdant garden spots. 
It is the hill, and not the present city, 
which has yielded some of the richest 
treasures of recent Assyrian study. 

"The fortunes of geography laid 
Gaza open to the misfortunes of war. 
Not only was the ancient city the fo- 
cus of all the sea roads of the days 
when the Mediterranean encompassed 
the civilized world's commerce, but it 
teas nicknamed "the port of the desert. 
It was on the edge of a sea of sand, 
depot of the freight-laden caravans be- 
tween Egypt, Babylonia and Arabia; 
provisioning point, too, for the Bed- 
ouins. Captain Kidds of the rolling 
desert. 

"Gaza, in lt»14 had about 40,000 
people, considerably fewer than it had 
2.000 years ago, but the number rep- 
resented a rapid growth for an eastern 
city, since it was but a straggling vil- 
lage of 2.000 in 1840, and had but l. r >,- 
000 a half century ago. 

"Its site had been hallowed by the 
passing of nearly 4,000 years of re- 
corded history, and while 'the way 
that goeth down from Jerusalem unto 
Gaza' may have seemed a considerable 
journey to Philip, Gaza is but a little 
farther to the southwest «>f Jerusalem 
than Washington is from Baltimore. 

"Today the city is three miles re- 
moved from the sea, and for a long 
time it was thought that after its de- 
struction by Alexander Jannaeus, a 
Jewish Richard HI of a cenury before 
Christ's time, it had been rebuilt at 
a new site. Researches show it to be 
more probable that the ancient 'Da- 
mascus of the South' extended from 
the site of the modern city to the sea. 
No Arnold Bennet lived to make the 
life of the 'five towns-' a Philistine 
league of cities that included Gaza, 
vivid to future generation* of readers, 
but Herodotus th? Greek Macauley. 
acclaimed it eoua! to Sardis.

It wa s a stronghold of Neopla- 
lonism, the last of the pagan philoso- 
phies to give way before Christianity, 
which was not accepted officially in 
Gaza until the fifth century.

prices. 

The findings of this investigation

Teaching Wiae Buying

ing to teach a woman to spend ac- 
cording to her Income. Not only will 
she benefit from such action, but the 
high prices of certain articles of mer j 
chandise will surely decrease if the 
women refuse to pay such ouUandish 
prices for them. 

For the purpose of picturing a strik- 
ing illustration of the difference be- 
tween extravagant "speedy spending" 
and careful, "conscientious buying."

Neither out 
fit is exaggerated, both are taken from 
repular stock and the prices given 
are correct, and each article can b» 
duplicated at the cost named. Other 
stores in Boston and elsewhere could 
make similar comparisons.

The world war bus brought &V>,000 
women and girl- Into the dull) grind 
of industry Bt-ciirdins !•• this state 
ment : 80.U00 .>f them little girls under 
fifteen years of age who work twelve 
hours at a wage of ten to twenty cents 
a day, that the world may have silk 
dresses and munitions. 

In Tokyo alone, n city of two and 
one half million people, tlieie tire 100.- 
into women employed In sixty two In- 
dustries and businesses vary ng from 
work as telephone operators, clerks, 
stenographers ami bookkeepers to 
work in silk and other sorts of fac- 
tories and domestic work. 

Each year thousands of these wo- 
men go back to their homes In the 
country, broken In health and victims 
of tuberculosis because of the poor 
conditions under which they work ami 
live. They are housed In dormitories 
In the factory compound. These dormi- 
tories are frequently unsanitary. The 
girls work long hours, have no recre- 
ation ami on finishing their loag day 
go Immediately to bed, often) ines a 
bed which n girl who works at night 
has been sleeping in all day. 

As part of i's world service for wo- 
men, the Young Women's Christian 
Association plans to build dormitories 
in manufacturing towns where girls 
may live cheaply under healthful 
physical and social conditions, to send 
out secretaries who can Introduce rec- 
reation Into the factory compound and 
direct games and social life. 

This is done with the co-operation 
of the factories' managers and pro- 
prietors. One of the most Influential 
of these Is Mrs. Suzuki, the most 
prominent woman manufacturer In 
Japan, who Is owner and manager of a 
firm which exported $11,000,000 worth 
of bean oil to America last year. 

Recently Mrs. Suzuki decided to 
i employ one thousand women In her 
offices. She could not find enough 
well trained onea so she established 
a permanent school where Japanese 
girls may 1ms trained to enter the busi- 
ness world. The greatest danger

I growing materialism, and Japan's

Acid, Indispensable in Manufac- 
ture of Explosives. 

Two universally known products — 
one a rare metal, the other n common 
add — have lately assumed Importance 
thai Is mystifying to the laity. Plati- 
num has become virtually the king of 
metals, and sulphuric acid the king of 
chemicals. The reasons for this are 
most simple. Platinum Is obtained 
chiefly from the Ural mountains. Owing 
to chaotic conditions in Russia, little 
of It is being mined. It is absolutely 
essential In the iiiauufucture of .sul- 
phuric acid. Without a small amount 
of II being present, oxygen, water and 
sulphur dioxide will not unite chem- 
ically. Sulphuric add. on the other 
hand, was probably Ihe most Indis- 
pensable product used In the prosecu- 
tion nf the war. Its tremendous affin- 
ity for water made it vitally important 
in the manufacture of high explosives. 
Eor Instance, one obtains a fairly 
harmless liquid by mixing glycerin and 
nitric acid. If sulphuric acid Is added. 
Ii combiue*i the two chemically by 
taking an atom of hydrogen and one 
of oxygen from Hie nitric acid, an 
fit om of hydrogen from the glycerin, 
forming water, nii-l taking H unto It- 
si f. one then bus nitroglycerin. In a 
t.mllar manner sulphuric add Is need- 
ed for the mnniifaeture of guueofton 
and TXT. Thus we hail the pecu- 
liar cycle of circumstances that made 
It unpatriotic for an American to have 
In his possession more than an ounce 
of platinum in the form of Jewelry. 
Incidentally, however, there Is said to 
be good reason for the belief lhat a 
very large proportion of the so-called 
platinum In modern Jewelry Is com- 
p»>sei| wholly or at bust in part of 
cheaper metals.- - popular Mechanics 
Uugu/.ine.

MIDDLESEX SCHOOL OF RELIG- 
IOUS EDUCATION OPENS 
SECOND SEMESTER 



The second semester of the Middle- 
sex School of Religious Education 
opens January 12, 1920. The School 
has had a remarkable record during 
the Fall with a total enrollment of 
327 students.

COLD WEATHER FIRES

BOARD OF TRADE MEETING 

Public Affairs Discussed bv Mer- 
chants Tuesday Night 

The regular meeting of the Win- 
chester Board of Trade was held in 
White's hall on Tuesday evening with 
Pres. C. Herbert Syromes presiding. 
Following the transaction of busi- 
nesa and reading of com- cations 
by Secetary Herbert Wadsworth. 
Jr.. there was a general and Inter- 
esting discussion of a number of vi- 
tal subjects of public interest. 

As announced in the call for the 
meeting, some six subjects were 
placed before the organization for con- 
sideration, and in this connection the 
citizens were invited to attend and to 
present any other matters which in 
their opinion called for an expression 
of genera! opinion. Accordingly the 
meeting was attended by several' gen- 
tlemen not members of the Board of 
Trade, who are interested in the 
town s welfare and development. 

A matter of closing stores in town 
on legal holidays, provided thev did 
fall on a Saturday, was favorably con- 
sidered, and a committee was appoint- 
ed to secure signatures to that effect. 

The matter of consideration of the 
proposed changes in building laws 
was reported upon by Mr. Hersey 
who represented the Board at Friday- 
night s hearing. The Board voted that 
it was in favor of the extension of 
the fire limit on Main street to Lake 
street, and this question will doubt- 
less be further taken up at the next 
meeting. 

. The question of changing the meet-

left to a committee to report, it be- 
ing the intention to offer crch a mo- 
tion at the next meeting unless some 
objection is received. 

In the discussion of the question 
of parking cars on the east side of the 
centre it was the concensus of opinion 
that cars should not be allowed to 
park on Converse place within 30 
feet of Mt. Vernon St. owing to the 
danger to traffic using that wav In 
this connection it was brougnt out 
that the Winchester Laundry Co. 
would not object to the use of the 
space at the side of its garage on 
Converse place, the cars being parked 
diagonally head on to the Garage. This 
met with much approval as being a 
convenient and handy place to leafe 
cars, and the recommendations were 
ordered forwarded to the Selectmen. 

The dangerous condition of Forest 
street at the Stonehani line was dis- 
cussed at length, resulting In a motion 
to request the Selectmen to place a 
warning sign at the top of th*. hill on 
the line. It was also thought advis- 
able to take up again the matter of 
placing this road in better shape to 
avoid accidents at this point. 

The suggestion that a sign directing 
strangers to the Winchester Hospital 
be Placed at the corner of Fairmouni 
and Washington streets was favorably 
received and the attention of the Se- 
lectmen will be called to this conven- 
ience. 

An interesting matter closed the 
discussion when it was suggested that 
the Town of Winchester make the 
j°f Arlington a gift of a strip 
of land laying over the west side hilis. 
It developed that this section must be 
reached bv first going into Arlington: 
that it is becoming quite thickly pop- 
ulated; that the residents there have 
most of thei interests in Arlington 
and that it will be practically impos- 
sible to reach it with water or sewer- 
ago. 

The matter was discussed at length 
with the result that the Board was 
most favorably inclined towards Urg- 
ing the gift. At the next meeting 
I own Engineer Hinds is to be preesent 
and take this matter up more fullv 
by aid of maps and data.

THE "SERVICE OF LIGHTS" AT 
THE CHURCH OF THE EPIPHANY 

Impressive Ceremony Sunday Night 
To Mark the Beginning of a Na- 
tion-Wide Camoaign for the 
Church's Call 

The service at the Church of the 
Epiphany at 5.00 o'clock Sunday ev- 
ening January 11 will be the very 
impressive "Sen-ice of Lights" by 
which will be marked the onening on 
that date of the Nation-Wide Cam- 
paign for the Church's Call through- 
out the whole Episcopal denomina- 
tion of the country. 

The ceremony as planned will typi- 
fy and symbolize the significance of 
this movement for sperading the 
ljght of Christ by the light of the 
lives of the people, and giving inspir- 
ation to carry this Light and mes- 
sage into the world. 

The service begins with the lighting 
of the Light of Christ, represented 
by a great candle upon the Altar, and 
in order that the full historic contin- 
uity of the Church may be appreci- 
ated, the promises of the prophets are 
read as an introduction. 

When the verses of the gospel of 
St. John telling of the Light have 
been read, a star in the chancel ap- 
pears in the East, as an earnest of 
these promises. 

Then being carried by touching of 
candles from Christ, the light 
spreads to the twelve Apostles rep- 
resented by twelve can.lles held 
by welve men, standing at the 
Communion rail, nnd as the pas- 
sage from Matthew is read, calling 
the Apostles, naming them by name, 
each goes forward and lights his can- 
dle from the great Christ candle upon 
the Altar. 

As from the Apostles gradually- 
developed !the historic ministry of 
Bishops. Priests and Deacons, men 
representing these orders, each with 
a candle stand at the side or behind 
the Apostles, who having received 
their light from Christ, pass it on. 
They light the candle of the Bishop, 
who, in turn, lights the candles of 
the Priest or Deacon, and then all 
three orders of the ministry light the 
candles first of the choir and then of 
the congregation. 

As the persons on the end of the 
«w receive their light, they in turn 
.ight the candles of their neighbors 
and so on to the end of the pew — 
thus each receives and spreads the 
light. 

When all the individuals' candles 
are lighted (the church having been 
previously darkened! the choir leads 
in the recessional around and out ot 
the church, the congregation following 
still carrying their lights, taking 
them as far as possible.

MUCH SMOKE AT FIRE 



The fire on Wednesday evening at

The firemen put the fire out largely 
by playing chemical through the cellar 
windows, the streams being directed 
by Chief Decouccy and others wearing 
gas masks. Storm windows all over the 
house aided in confining the smoke. 
It is supposed the blaze started from 
hot ashes. 

Another fire which called for the as- 
sistance of the fire department was 
that at the rear of the Congregational 
Church during Wednesday afternoon. 
A high wind and considerable grass 
and brush made a hot Are, and resi- 
dents on Vine street became alarmed 
for the safety of their houses. The 
fire was quickly extinguished with no 
damage.

YOUR AFFAIRS AND MINK 



A cynical Winchester gentleman 
lakes the absurd position that there is 
no sound reason why salaries of school 
teachers should be very largely in- 
creased, lie holds such a concession 
absolutely unnecessary— an economic 
waste. Ho says that with increased 
salanea the teachers will do no more 
work and no better work in 1920 than 
they did in 1918. A public school 
teacher Would not be shiftless or lazy 
if she could. A public school teacher 
never has been lazy or careless. Cyn- 
n cannot help being cynical. What 
has this cynical Winchester gentleman 
to say regarding the closing of 80 
school houses in New Hampshire ow- 
ing to lack i f teachers because they 
have deserted the profession of teach- 
ing for work in other fields which at 
least remunerates the worker with a 
living wage. 

According to another Winchester 
gentleman the trend in this country to- 
day is to encourage matrimony and the 
rearing of children. The income tax 
that allows double the exemption for 
married men, ami that gives added 
exemption of $200 for each child, is 
a subsidy, though a scant one. to Cu- 
pid.

In 
Korea the male never becomes a man 
until he marries. He remains a boy 
until his death if he remains single. 
He cannot assume the duties of cit- 
izenship, he cannot even put up his 
hair, he is not considered an adult tit 
to associate with men on equal terms 
unless he is married. And when he 
marries he is u man, no matter wheth- 
er he is ten years old or thirty. A ten 
year-old man and a fifty-year-old boy! 
Some Winchesterites will agree that 
that is a better plan than our own, 
that arbitrarily says a male person 
becmes a man at 21. Some men never 
grow up, some boys are mature at 
eighteen, and carry heavy family bur- 
dens. 

A group of Winchester folks wen- 
discussing the question of milk. It is 
undeniable that the price of milk is 
artificially high and that the excess 
cost is due to a wasteful, complicated 
and extravagant system of delivery, a 
system for which the public is as 
much to blame as the distributor and 
perhaps more. As one of the gentle- 
men pointed out even with milk selling 
at 17 or IS cents a iiunrt there isn't a 
great deal of profiteering. Milk in- 
vestigations have pretty well estab- 
lished, even to the satisfaction of an 
uninformed public, what it costs to 
produce milk, which, including the 
profit of the farmer, amount to about 
naif the retail, delivered to the door 
price. The aforementioned discussion 
developed that there are several ways 
in which milk can be cheapened. Pos- 
sibly if each city and town cared to get 
all the milk distributors together in 
one room a plan similar to the one 
tried out in Phiadelphia could be suc- 
cessfully worked out. And there is 
no reason to doubt that the price ot 
milk could be cut at least five cents a 
quart if the community were willing 
to go to the corner grocery for it*, 
milk, or to have it delivered with the 
grocery order. But people insist on 



finding their milk at the back door be- 
fore breakfast time and so the people 
pay a luxury tax for that luxury. Any 
time the community really wants to 
cut the price of this essential food it 
can do it, but until it does get ready 
to go at the matter in common sense 
: fashion it must expect to pay and pay 
high for the elaborate service demand- 
ed and for the expensive distribution 
system it encourages.

The universal use of checks in the 
payment of debts is still growing, 
and the custom of paying bills and 
statements by sending the check with- 
out returning the charge slip Is also 
highly popular. This latter is with- 
out doubt a convenience, both In ref- 
erence and in retaining a receipt, 
but so long as people are careless it 
can still retain a flaw. In this office 
we have three checks received in a 
recent mail which illustrate: one re- 
ceived unsigned and two with signa- 
tures which are undecipherable. As 
all three were unaccompanied by any 
charge slip, it is necessary to take 
the matter up with the banks to as- 
certain who the payee is. One gen- 
tleman says he simply turns such 
checks in. If the bank puts them 
through he gets bis money and it is 
up to his client to show later that 
he paid his bill. At this season a 
multitude of checks are being used 
and it behooves everyone to make 
sure that the sum represented by his 
check is properly credited. Those 
who cannot write their name in leg- 
ible characters should use the checks 
with printed stub, giving information 
as to the sender's Identity.

SANTO DOMINCO 



In connection with the petition sent 
to Washington by a group of Spanirds 
suggesting that this would be an op- 
portune time for the United States to 
withdraw its troops from Santo Do- 
mingo, The National Geographic So- 
ciety has issued the following bulletin 
concerning the island republic: 

"Geographically, the Island of Haiti, 
including within its limits the two 
republics of Santo Domingo ami Haiti, 
is in the class of the most favored ot 
nations, situated on the Western Con- 
tinent about midway between its two 
grand divisions of North and South 
Ameriica and abounding in natural 
resources," says the bulletin, which 
is based on a communication from 
Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester, U. 
S. N. 

"The name Haiti, or 'High Island.' 
is significant of the character of its 
topography. 'Sire,' once said a Brit- 
ish admiral to his king, George the 
Third, when asked about the island, 
'Haiti looks like that,' and he crum- 
pled up a piece of paper and placed 
it upon the table. A brief descrip- 
tion though this may be. It well fitted 
the case. The island is about 400 
miles long, 150 miles wide, and is 
about the size of the State of New 
York. It is irregular in shape and is 
intersected by three chains of moun- 
tains. 

"Historically. Haiti, or Santo Do- 
mingo, is the senior of our own coun- 
try, if we leave out of consideration 
the legendary reports concerning the 
visits of the Norsemen to our nothern 
coasts 800 years ago, and we are 
somewhat indebted to this beautiful 
island for our own development. 

"On Saint Nicholas Day (December 
6) 1492. Columbus entered a port at 
the extreme west end of the Island 
of Santo Domingo or, as the whole 
island was then called by the aborig- 
ines, Haiti. The natives themselves 
called the port Bohio, but Columbus 
christened it. in honor of the day he 
was celebrating. Port Saint Nicholas 
the name still existing as Saint Nich- 
olas Mole. This date will ever be 
memorable in the annals of the Hai- 
tiens as marking the beginning of the 
history of the island. 

"Columbus then determine! to build 
Hispaniola in honor of the country 
which had sent him forth to discover 
it. and it is to be regretted that this 
name given by the immortal discover- 
er has been lost, for its present two 
names are conflicting and confusing. 

"Columbls th»n determined to build 
a permanent settlement, and after re- 
connoitering he selected for this pur- 
pose a site on an elevated plain near 
a spacious hay on the north cast ot 
the island. Here was established the 
first town in tho New World, which 
was dignified by the pai.ic "f his 
queen and patron. Isabella. 

"But the course -.f empire was still 
south, ati'i soon Santo Dom'ngo < ity 
became the center of the colonial ac- 
tivities. 

"A little love affair connected with 
the growth of this city is interesting, 
One of the Spanish party. Miguel Dias 
having gotten into difficulty with ar 
officer, severely wounding him in com- 
bat, fled to wscape punishment. Find- 



ing shelter in an Indian village and 
being received with much cordiality 
and hospitality, he in return gave his 
heart to the young Caguir-as, who was 
then governing the tribe. His protes- 
! tations met with favor, and the young 
j Spaniard found himself the consort of 
I a queen of no mean accompilsTinients. 
I Biit he soon wearied of his environ- 
I ment and sighed for his old compan- 
ions. The queen, seeing his discontent 
and fearing to lose him, gave him the 
secret of her vast wealth and, loading 
him with the precious metal, sent him 
back to the Spaniards to induce them 
to return with him and settle in her 
country. Dias delivered this message 
to Columbus, who immediately 
| ordered an exploration of that pari 
I of the island to ascertain the truth 
l of the Spaniard's report, 
j "The sequel to this little love affair 
J is also interesting, but most pathetic, 
j Zamcaca, after giving her all to her 
I lover, who was thereby promoted to 
j high honors in the colony, being the 
first alcalde of the new city, was so 
'disheartened by the cruel treatment 
■ accorded her people that she fled from 
I civilization and affluence to the wilds 



of the forests, leaving her two child- 
ren and still faithful husban I to 
m< urn her loss, and was never heard 
from again. 

"From this origin, s.. casual and 
domestic, arose the first permanent 
city of the New World."

"To most Americans the words may 
never have meant much mure than a 
Rickname for any rendezvous of elop- 
ing couples, but there is a real Gretna 
Green. Twice has it been conspicuous 
Among English towns, once when its 
chief industry was matrimony and 
again when, as a wag remarked, It 
started making a new kind of high 
explosive. 

"Now. like Hopewell, Virginia, it is 
•bout to sink into obscurity, with the 
«-nd of its war contracts, which rep- 
resented an investment of some $50,- 
000,000 m our money, and the employ- 
ment of more than 6000 workers. 

"Gretna (Jreen is a village in Scot- 
land, tiny except for its munitions 
boom, less than a mile from the Rivei 
Sark, which marks the England-Scot- 
land boundary line in thai vicinity, 
near the Sol way Firth, ami about nine 
miles m rthwest of Carlisle. Upon its 
proximity to the border line rests its 
first claim tii fame, for the English 
marriage laws sent eloping couples 
to Scotland just as the divorce laws of 
some -17 of our States make Reno de- 
sirable f.-r would-be divorcees. 

"Before 1754 Fleet Prison was the 



figurative 'Gretna Green' of England. 
Until that time the English law rec- 
ognized marriages as valid so long a> 
they were performed by clergymen of 
any denomination but it imposed a fine 
upon clergymen who would perform 
the ceremony for couples who had not 
proclaimed their intentions either by 
banns or license. 

"Such fines had no terrors, of course 
for clergymen imprisoned in Fleet for 
debt, and some of them undertook to 
marry couples who wished to avoid 
the expense of the customary public 
ceremony. Less scrupulous persons 
soon took advantage of this example, 
and tavern keepers fitted up places 
where they brought couples married 
by the 'Fleet parsons," and in some 
cases young women of means were 
brought there forcibly by soldiers of 
f. rtune. and women of the under world 
lured men there for marriage as an 
easy means of compelling their hus- 
band-victims to pay their debts. 

"These abuses were checked by the 
famous Hardwicke act of 17">4, which 
made unauthorized marriages voida- 
ble and thereupon Gretna Green be- 
came the romance spot of the British 
Isles. All the Scotch law required 
was that two persons should declare 
their intention to be married in the 
presence of witnesses; and the British 
law then, as now, recognized mar- 
riages as legal as long as they con- 
formed to the laws in the places they 
were consummated. 

"At Gretna Green, as in Fleet Pris- 
on, were persons who exercised cupid-

ity at the expense of Cupid; and inn- 
keepers, ferrymen, and tollhouse ten- 
ders exploited the couples who fled to 
Gretna Green. Any witness would 
have served, but the 'professional wit- 
nesses' there, like the 'marrying par- 
sons' ( f some American towns, en- 
gaged "touts' to bring couples to them, 
and when the railroad from Glasgow 
to Carlisle started running the station 
platform at Gretna Green thronged 
with these obnoxious 'commission 
men." 

"A pioneer of this unique industry 
was John Linton, formerly a valet tc 
Sir John Gresham, described as a "man 
of fine presence anil manners.' and 
another, a Mr. Beattie. was a person- 
able adventurer. But later traffickers 
were ne'er-do-wells and town drunk- 
ards. 

"According to popular legend, black* 
smith shops were favorite meccas for 
eloping couples, but authority is lark- 
ing for the stories of smithies who 
would pause while shoeing horses t.> 
help legalize marriages. .Many famous 
Englishmen were married at Gretna 
Green, among them Lord Rldon ann 
Lord Broughan, both of whom later 
became Lord Chancellor, and Lord 
Erskine, while he was chancellor; 
Charles Manners Sutton, who after- 
ward was Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and Lord Westmoreland and Miss 
Child, the latter a dauhter of the 
man who founded Child's bank. 

"During the three decades when 
Gntna Green flourished, there were 
more than 7.000 marriages recorded 
there, nearly 000 of which were per- 
formed in 1855, the year before Scot- 
land enacted a law which made a three 
weeks* residence a requisite to mar- 
riage. 

"Marriage by declaration still is 
legal in Scotland, and it Is Interesting 
to note that our own marriage laws 
deviate from the English common law 
in respect to marriage and the provis- 
ions of most States follow more close- 
ly the Scotch law in this respect. As 
in Scotland, every State has made 
some provision for previous residence, 
obtaining a license, or registration, 
but there is the widest leeway permit- 
ted for the form of the actual cere- 
mony. 

"Only seven years ago publicity whs 
given the marriage of two young peo- 
ple at Cambridge, Mass., who wrote 
their own marriage service anil had it 
repeated to them by a Justice of the 
Peace, whereupon that official pro- 
nounced them man and wife thus. 
'Since you wish to unite in marriage, 
and have notified each other of the 
same before me and these witnesses. I 
now. by virtue of the authority vested 
in me, pronounce you man and wife'."

DON'T LET THE Y. I). DIE 

On July 25, 1917 the 26th Division 
was mobilized. On February 4, 1918 
it fired its fir.-t shot at the enemy, 
and thereafter, except for three weeks 
remained at the front until the Ar- 
mistice. It fought in every American 
battle and spent more time continu- 
ously in the line than any other 
American Division. It earned here 
and in France the name of the Yankee 
Division. The Iron Division was a 
name applied by the French. The 
Germans at St. Mehiel termed it the 
Black Snake Division for they said 
they never knew when or where it 
would spring at them. A German 
officer when taken before the intelli- 
gence officer after the first days' 
prisoners were brought in at St. Mi- 
hied aaked how many men were In an 
American division. When questioned 
why he made such an inquiry he re- 
plied "I have fought for my country 
at Chemin des Dames and the twenty- 
sixth division was there. I men wen! 
to the Tout sector and they were 
there and now they an* driv-ng us 
from this sector. Can it be they are 
holding all the lines?" 

The Division now has passed into 
history but its members, most of them 
remain. They want some place now 
where they can meet the Buddies they 
knew in France. They want some 
place where they can meet these old 
pals and talk over the old days when 
they were over across. They have 
not forgotten however the 2135 bud- 
dies they left over there who did the 
greatest thing possible for their 
country and have been groping for 
some memorial that will permanently 
express the spirit of the Division. 

Finally it has been decided to com- 
bine both the craving for past asso- 
ciations and the desire for a memorial 
in a single object, a Yankee Division 
Club in Boston, where every man of 
the Division may meet on equal ter.ns 
and where its heart may be kept beat- 
ing. 

To do this will take $200,000. The 
men in the Division are themselves 
contributing all and more than they 
can afford, hoping to raise $50*000. 
The balance the Division asks from 
its friends in New England. 

The Y. D. volunteered for its job. 
It asks its friends to volunteer for 
this. In all its history the Y. D. has 
asked for but one other thing— its 
place in the line. 

The Winchester friends of the di- 
vision are asked to help. Winchester 
has a quota to make and she must not 
fall down. All will be given an oppor- 
tunity to contribute. No amount will 
be too small neither can anyone give 
too much. 

Starting Monday. January 12 and 
continuing for a week a drive for the 
necessary amount will be made. Men 
will call upon the Winchester people 
during the evenings of next week and 
Saturday, January 10 the girls of the 
town will call again during the day to 
make sure that no one is missed. You 
all remember during the stay of the 
Division in France how much you dirt 
and yet there was more which you 
couldn't do and wished you could. Now 
is the opportunity. This is the first 
time the 26th Division has asked for 
anything.

To the Citizens of Winchester: 

During the past year the School 
Department has been able to perform 
its duties under conditions that did 
at least approach normal. With the 
ending of the war many of the dif- 
ficulties and distractions that Inter- 
fered with the orderly processes of 
education disappeared and the Com- 
mittee believes that the year has been 
on the whole a profitable and suc- 
cessful one with the schools of Win- 
chester. 

A glance at the budget recommend- 
ed for the coming year, however, will 
convince any citizen that the depart- 
ment is being forced to meet condi- 
tions that cannot be described as 
wholly normal. The increase of ap- 
propriation asked for is no doubt tin- 
largest increase ever suggested to 
the town. By far the largest par: of 
it— four- fifths of it in fact— is caused 
by the necessitv of raising the sal- 
aries of the teaching force. The Com- 
mittee last November voted to give 
the teachers a general increase of $200 
a year. At the same time it voted to 
ask the town at the annual meeting 
for enough monev to give the teachers 
an additional increase of $200 each 
retroactive to January 1, 1020. 

This report is hardly the place to 
enter upon a discussion of the rea- 
sons that led the Committee to take 
that action. In brief it may be pointed

New 
Hampshire's is very much larger, but 
so large a body has not proved an 
advantage and Massachusetts will 
probably never try to increase the 
number of members in its General 
Court. There is no good reason for 
having two Houses in a State like 
Massachusetts.

PERSIA PROFITS BY 
ARMAGEDDON 

"That exceedingly ill wind, the 
World War, blew much good to one 
nation, Persia, for tho higher price of 
silver has doubled her capital, made 
her raw materials sought after by the 
world, and removed her from compara- 
tive isolation to a place among com- 
mercial nations of high importance."' 
says a bulletin from the National Geo. 
graphic Society. 

The bulletin, based on a communica- 
tion from Ella C. Sykes, continues: 

"Persia is one of the oiliest empires 
in existence. It has been a kingdom 
for 25 centuries— ever since Cyrus the 
Great, about 550 B. C, conquered Me- 
dia and united that country to lr.s un- 
der the name of Persia. It has had 
many glorious episodes in its long his- 
tory; has produced the great teacher 
Zoroaster; such world-famous poets as 
Firdawsi, Omar Khayyam, Saadi, and 
Hafiz. and such great soldiers and 
rulers as Darius I, Shapurl I, and Shah 
Abbas. 

"Again and again tho empire has 
been a prey to anarchy; again a.id 
again conquering hosts have swept 
through the country, Alexander the 
(ireat having many a successor, the 
most destructive conqueror being Gen- 
ghis Kan with his hordes of savage 
Mongols — a leader who boasted that 
he had slain thirteen millions of his 
fellow creatures. 

"The center of the country is a great 
plateau, rising from 2,000 to 6,000 
feet, and crossed by frequent chains of 
mountains, while a lofty mountain bar- 
rier bounds it on the north and south. 

"In the whole Persian Empire there 
were in 1910 only six miles of railway 
and of roads only four, their total 
length amounting to fewer than 800 
miles. There is only one navigable 
river, the Karun, that flows into the 
head of the Persian Gulf, and on this 
sen the so-called ports are merely open 
roadsteads, at which cargo cannot be 
landed in stormy weather. ■ 

"The merchandise of Persia is prac- 
tically carried on the ba»ks of camels, 
mules, and donkeys, a slow and ex- 
pensive mode of transport, and the 
traveler usually rides through the 
country following the tracks made by 
the passage of caravans during the 
centuries. 

"The Persian is of Aryan stock, and 
has the same words as ourselves for 
father, mother, brother, and daughter 
(pidnr, madar, bradar, and dukhtar). 
and the construction of his language 
is like that of English. 

"He is a handsome, well-built man, 
with regular features and fine black 
eyes, his complexion being no darker 
than that of an Italian. In manner he 
is most courteous; he is quick, alert, 
fond of conversation and discussion, 
and has rightly been called the French- 
man of the Fast. 

. ."Persia has been a Mohammedan 
country from the time of its conquest 
by the Arabs, in 641; but some thous- 
ands of Zoroastrians, the old fire- 
worshippers, still remain in the land, 
and have been much persecuted. 

"Many Persians have no home life 
in the usual sense of the word. A 
Persian house is divided into the bl- 
rooni, or men's apartments, and the 
anderoon, or part consecrated to the 
women. A strong door, set in a high 
blank wall, gives entrance to a nar- 
row passage that leads into a square 
courtyard on which open several 
rooms. Here the men live, and here 
they usually entertain their friends, 
while their women dwell in rooms set 
round an inner courtyard, the only 
entrance to which is through the bl- 
rooni. 

"As a Persian is instructed from 
earliest youth that a woman's advice 
is of no account— in fact the priests 
tell him that he had better do the 
exact opp site of what a woman 
counsels — it can be understood that 
as a rule he has no exalted opinion 
of his wife or wives, and seldom 
turns to them for companionship. 

"When death approaches, if he has 
performed his daily prayers, kept the 
Fast of Ramazan. visited the mosque 
on Friday, and given alms to the poor, 
a Persian has no doubts as to his re- 
ception in the next world and dies in

tinits. It is a bad advertisement for 
the town, and it obliges the teaching 
force to work with tools which are 
not tit to turn out the very best pro- 
duct. The Superintend* nt t- repor« 
goes more into detail on this subject; 
it is enough here to say that the Com- 
mittei recommends a new Junior 
High School building to accommodate 
the seventh and eighth gra ies and 
the present freshman class in the 
High School, to be built preferable, 
on or near the present site or the 
Prince School and a new grade school 
near the present site of the Wymar. 
School, large enough to house six 
grades. 

The Committee plans the eventual 
organization of the schools upon what 
is known as the "six-three-three" bas- 
is; six years of elementary work, 
three years in the Junior High School 
and three years in the Upper High 
School. With our present arrangement 
of buildings that cannot be done sat 
isfactorily. A beginning has been 
made by 'modifying the course in the 
eighth grade in the direction of true 
Junior High School work, hut the plan 
can be fairly inaugurated only in a 
building somewhat larger than the 
Wadleigh school and son.ew.iat difter- 
ently planned. 

During the year Mr. Raymond E. 
Pinkham has come to the Wadleigh 
School to succeed the late Joseph It. 
Hefflon for many years the beloved 
principal of the school. A memorial 
to Mr. Hefflon paid for ov the con- 
tributions of friends and former pu- 

«ils is to be erected shortly In the 
fadleigh building. Mr. Curtis, the 
principal of the High School, has re- 
signed; his successor has not yet -.icon 
chosen. , .

had become shockingly inadequate to 
the legitimate needs of the teachers) 
that the continually diminishing sup- 
ply of teachers — owing in large parr 
to the inadequate pay of the profes- 
sion — makes it necessary for Win- 
chester to pay better salaries if it 
desires to keep the good teachers it 
has, or to get the right sort of can- 
didates to till vacancies as they arise; 
and that the other cities ami towns 
around Boston are raising their 
teachers' salaries to a point at least 
as high as that to which we ask Win- 
chester to raise ours, and in some 
cases higher. The Committee believes 
that the citizens of Winchester will 
agree that justice and self-interest 
alike urge the wisdom of this action 
upon us. 

Last fall the Committee voted that 
the upper grades in the Prince and 
Wa llcigh schools should attend school 
in two sessions instead of one. The 
change was made in deference to the 

st opinion both medical and peda- 
gogic; for all persons who have given 
a real study of the matter, agree that 
for children less than fourteen years 
of ago, ;i daily school session of five 
and a half or six hours is altogether 
ti"> long. The Committee thinks that 
the change has justified itself. It is 
the universal report of tne teachers 
that the children do better wort: and 
do it more easily than before, an,! a 
very large number of parents have 
expressed their belief that the new 
system is better for the halth and 
mntal progross of their children. 

There has been objection to the two 
session plan by parents who live at 
a considerable distance from the school 
and \vh(i find it inconvenient for their 
children to go home and return again 
to. school at nocn. The Committee 
has tried to work out a satisfactory 
plan fur luncheon supervised play 
and study at the school for such child- 
ren, so that they can have the ad van 
•aire of the two session plan without 
the necessity of returning home at 
noon. It hopes that this plan will be 
generally satisfactory, ("or ;t is so 
thoroughly convinced of the desira- 
bility of two sessions for children of 
eleven, twelve anil thirteen years of 
age that it is extremely unwilling to 
abandon the present arrangement. 

Last Apiil the Committee passed a 
vote with drawing from nuplls who 
chose to belong to fraternities, soroi - 
ities or secret societies existing ir, 
the High School, the privilege of hold- 
ing clnss offices or of representing the 
school publicly in any capacity. The 
Committee took this step because it 
was convinced of the imp-oprletv nf 
secret societies in a public school, 
and because it believed that such so- 
cieties were a disturbing Influence 
both socially and intellectually in the 
school. The Committee is ambitious 
i to have the High School recognized as 
the equal of anv in the State both ir, 
its standard of work and in its loy- 
alty and school sniriit. It sincerely be- 
lieves that probably the fi-st and eer-

Slie mast 
learn ten golden health habits and 
know how to sew a seam, hem a gar- 
ment, make a button hole, knit or cho- 
chet and be able to read and send a 
short message by the semaphore al- 
phabet. . 

The first Class test is more ad- 
vanced'along the line of sewing, house 
keeping, child nursing, first awl. phy- 
sical development and nature study. 

A Girl Scout must become a Second 
Class Scout before she is eligible for 
the Proficiency tests. The purpose of 
these various tests is to secure con- 
tinuity of work and interest on the 
part, of the girls. Badge- may be 
chooscn from thirty-six subjects, inv 
highest honor for a Girl Scout Is to 
become a Golden Eaglet.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTEND- 
ENT OF SCHOOLS 



Members of the Sthool Committee: 
Gentlemen: 

The Annual Report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools is herewith 
rented. It is the thirty-seventh in 
the series of reports and the second 
of the present Superintendent. 

The range of educational work done 
in our schools is so wide tha". flea r- 
ahle as it may be, it is impossible to 
give in a report each year a cotnpb'ti 
account of all that is going on. This 
year it sei ms proper to discuss chief- 
ly those aspects of our work that art 
comparatively new and that show the 
direction in which we are moving. 

Reading, writing, composition, 
arithmetic, spelling are all being 
taught with the same care as formerly 
they were taught. A committee of the 
best teachers have made a digest of 
the best material available to teach- 
ing children how to study. Another 
committee of teachers has made a di- 
gest of the best available material on 
teaching problem work in arithmetic, 
fend another committee has compiled 
a list of problems for use in Grades 
VI toVHI. 

Our Educational Policy 

Before taking up the several mat- 
ters to Ik- discussed in detail, a word 
about our educational policy is in or- 
der Our local educational policy can 
best be understood when judged in the 
light of the best educational thought 
and practice. Many think of the 
schools as local institutions As a mat- 
ter of fact they are local only to a l.m- 
ited extent. From the legal and gov- 
ernmental point of view the public 
school is an nstrunient of the torn- 
"Sealth and not of the local town 
or city. From the professional point of 
view the school systems of the de- 
ferent states move together ; with u 
surprising coherency and uni «»rm t> . 
After making allowances for the Ufr 
ferences in educational practice fo »™ 
in different communities of the same 
state an«l in the schools of different 
states, there remain certain funda- 
mental resemblances that distinguish 
American education and that hold it 
true to its course in working out the 
problems of American ilemocracy. 

Has our American education a di- 
rection? Is it moving definitely to- 
ward some recognizable goal? What 
is its method of advance? Who is 
doing its constructive thinking? May 
we depend upon the wisdom of its 
leadership? These are questions 
fundamental to the formation of our 
local policy. When we make changes 
in our educational practice, such as

PLEDGE CARDS 

Editor. Winchester Star 

Under date of Jan. 1, 1920 there is 
in circulation throughout the town a 
f letter addressed to the "Parents of 
pupils in the Winchester High School" 
This letter which is signed by the 
. School Committee seems to be in the 
nature of an attempt to clear up or 
explain what they are pleased to call 
the "misunderstanding" that has a- 
risen in connection with the recent 
"pledge-card" affair in the school. 
< The Inter-Society Council is very 
glad to learn of this letter to the 
parents- but it is forced to look upon 
it in the liirht of an excuse for a most 
unfortunate occurrence- 

We have hoped that between Jan. 
1 and the present time, the School 
Committee would have made public 
such explanations as they offered pri- 
vately to the certain parents in the 
above mentioned letter. However as 
such has not been the case, and as 
the council feels that the question of 
asking high school pupils to sign 
"pledges" is one interesting to all 
citizens of Winchester irrespective of 
whether or not they have children in 
the high school, we would like to com- 
ment briefly on some of the explan- 
ations' offered by the committee in 
their commutation with the thought 
that our remarks may prove inter- 
esting to the town's people as a whole. ! 

In the first ;dace it is alleged -!.at to 
carry out the department's ruling for- \ 
bidding participation in all school ac- 
tivities to those who choose to be- 
come members of certain town soci- 
eties the principal of the school must 
know "just who are and who are not" , 
connected with these organizations. 
The parents are led to believe that 
such information could not have been 
obtained directly from our societies in 
question. This is distinctly not the 
case. The council has absolutely no ob- 
jection to giving either to the principal 
or the School Committee the names 
of the society members at present in 
the high school. Nor would the list be 
an exceptionally long one. 

However, little as we object to 
making public the names of our mem- 
bers in school, we do object and most 
strenuously to the attempt to get any- 
one to pledge him or herself to the 
statement that they "do not mean to 
join a society in the future." We. be- 
lieve that it is contrary to public- 
opinion for the committee to request 
any one to sign himself to a definite

at any time during the year." The 
council is very glad indeed to see the 
committee make this announcement- 
and trusts that there has been one of 
similar nature made right in the 
school itself so that this time there 
may not be even the remotest possi- 
bility of a misunderstanding on the 
point. 

We must of course agree with the 
statement that the promise or pledge 
made "is in no sense a legal obliga- 
tion;" but if the obligation is to be 
"purely moral" what is the pupil to 
think of the morality of being asked 
to sign a pledge that he will not do a 
thing and at the same time, or later, 
be told that after all his promise is 
nothing but a "scrap of paper" and 
can be disregarded at will? It seems 
very unfortunate that any one, and 
especially younger boys and girls, 
should be encouraged by authority to 
look lightly on the matter of a pledge 
and to be frankly told that it can be 
cancelled at will, and is in no way 
binding upon them The council does 
not feel that it is good judgment to as- 
sure high school pupils that it is per- 
fectly all right to disregard tfceir 
pledged word. 

And finally, in the third paragraph 
of their letter to the parents the 
School Committee brings up again the 
old question of "secret societies in 
the school." That word "in" is very 
important. We feel that they or any- 
one else would have no end of trouble 
proving that the En Ka. Signa Beta, 
(iamma Eta Kappa, and Phi Delta 
Societies are "school societies." In 
other words the council wishes to state 
that they distinctly are not such. In

left at five years and five months, 
while most school authorities agree 
that in an eight-grade system the 
minimum entrance age for admission 
to the first grade should be six years. 
A pupil is not usually regarded as 
over-age in the first grade until he is 
eight years old. We have not held 
pupils back when they have failed to 
reach a recognized standard. At the 
same time, small classes, group teach- 
ing, and individual help have operated 
to reduce almost to a minimum over- 
age and retardation. The practice has 
always been. I believe, among our 
teachers to consider the interest of 
the child as above that of the system; 

I in other words, when in doubt, to pro- 

i mote. 

! A comparison of the median ages of 
pupils in our schools with the medians 
. of the ages of pupils of an equivalent 
I grade in some other school systems is 
interesting. 

In order to get a fair basis of com- 
parison, I have taken the reports of 
ages and grades of six other towns 
! and cities (Newton, Arlington, 
Springfield, Brockton. Somerville an- 
Boston) whose schools may be taken 
as fairly representative of standard 
types. In these I find the median age 
for sixth grade pupils taken Septem- 
ber first of the school year to be II 
years and 7 months, while the median 
• age of Winchester pupils taken in the 
same way is 10 years and 11 months 
I a difference of eight month. Pnss- 
i ing to the first year of the High 
1 School, I find the median age foi 
other towns to bo 14 years and 4 
months, while for Winchester taken 
over a period of five years it is 13 
years and ID months, a difference of 
six months. 
I We cannot expect to do the same 
type of work grade for grade that is 
done in other schools, if we are at- 
tempting to do it with children who 
| are less mature than the children in 
, other schools. To attempt to do so 
; places us at a serious disadvantage. 
I We must seek some remedy. The 
: most obvious one seems to be the rais- 
ing of the entrance age for the first 
grade.

The Wadlcigh School 

Important changes in the organiza- I 
Hon and work of the Wadlcigh S< hool j 
introduced this year under the super- J 
vision of Mr. Raymond E. Pinkhani, 
the new principal, merit special notice. 
These changes look toward the devel- 
opment of a Junior High School. In 
brief, they are characterized by an 
extension of departmental teachin, 
the adaptation of the subject-matter 
of instruction to the needs of differ- 
ent groups of pupils and an attempt 
te motivate the school work by util- 
izing pupils' interests anil activities. 
Departmental Work 

One aim of the junior high school 
is to prepare pupils for the different 
type of organization and teaching 
they meet on entering the High School 
The proportion of departmental teach- 
ing is increased through the sixth, 
seventh and eighth grades, until in 
the eighth grade pupils are quite ac- 
customed to the method. In order to 
avoid leaving different pupils without 
someone to look after their interests 
the home teacher of each room acts 
as the pupil counselor for the pupils 
of her group. 

Introduction of French 

The advantage of pupils beginning 
a foreign language before they enter 
the High School has long been rec- 
ognized. We have chosen French as 
the language best suited to our needs 
and havcintroduced it in the eighth 
grade. Only those pupils are alloweo 
to take it who are able to do the ex- 
tra work in addition to the regular 
course. The basis on which children 
are permitted to take French is their 
previous school record. Those not 
taking French take extra work in 
arithmetic and English. 

General Science 

Generl science for four periods a 
week is offered in the eighth 
grade. The aim is to introduce the 
pupil to different branches of science 
and to test his interest in the subject 
and his fitness to pursue it further in 
High School. 

Community Civics 

A course in Community Civics has 
been added to the course in history 
in the seventh and eighth grades. The 
aim of this is to teach every pupil 
something of his community, state 
and governcent and to train him in 
habits of good citizenship. 

Pupil Activities 

A numbir of pupils organizations 
carried on mainly outside of school 
hours help to make school work more- 
interesting for the pupils. Among 
these may be mentioned: 

A special chorus — Pupils having su- 
perior ability in music have the privi- 
lege of taking chorus work one period 
a week at the High School. 

A poultry club and a home ccono-

Helen Elliot succi i ad in demonstrat- 
ing most comprehensively the way in 
Which the State deals with these 
problems suggesting needed innova- 
ti> ami commending the work that 
is being done along these lines. The 
State spends for her Public and Pri- 
vate Dependents S35.000.000 a year, 
which as our population is rated 
amounts to about $10 per capita 
charge for charitable purposes. The 
State Poor are divided into 3 groups, 
the State Minor Wards, the Adult 
Poor, ami the State's Sick. 

State Minor Ward*: The children 
over three are boarded in homes and 
are under the care of state visitors. 
Formerly, boys and girls on reaching 
the ages of fourteen were placed on 
farms or in homes to do housework, 
but new visitors trv to fit them into 
homes and work for which they are 
adapted. If they are studious and 
eager, the way is opened, and many 
State wards go thro* High School ard 
some even thro' college. Massachns- 
etts. has a well worked out plan for 
the interrelation of service on the 
part of public departments and pri- 
vate agencies providing for children. 
This is done by the department of 
State Minor Wards and such agencies 
as the Boston Children's Aid Society 
for the Care of Girls, Catholic Charit- 
able Bureau, The New England Home 
for Little Wanderers, etc. These 
young wards are under the care of 
the State, but the clttes or towns 
from whence they come must reim- 
burse the State for their care. 
The adult poor nu- cared for in many 
ways, in State institutions under the 
supervision of the State Board of 
Charity. If the fortunes of these 
people brighten, they are not com- 
pelled to stay, but while they stay 
they perform the regular work or- 
dered by those in charge. Mother's 
Aid comes under the Adult Poor De- 
partment. The law reads that 
mothers and children who receive thin 
aid shall not be classed as paupers, 
because of the sickness or death of 
the bread winner. It is a much bet- 
ter policy to keep the children at 
home under the mother's care. 

The State's sick are cared for In 
various hospitals ard infirmaries. 
The tubercular sanitaria in Rutland. 
Reading, Lakeville and Westfield 
cared for 2400 cases in 1918. The 
Mass. Hospital School at Canton with 
a capacity of 300 provides care for 
crippled and deformed children of the 
Commonwealth between the ages of 
5 and 14. These chiL-en are being

than unhappy public charges. The 
Pekenise Hospital for Lepers in Bos- 
ton Harbor has a capacity for 19 
cases. During this last year there 
were thirteen there. At Waverly 
from 1400 to 1600 of the feebleminded 
are cared "s n-sblic charges and 
at Wrentham the State has 1200 fee- 
ble minded. In these institutions, the 
children are carefully classified and 
most of them are capable of doing 
useful work of many kinds under su- 
pervision. When the Belchertown 
institution is completed, it will help 
much in the care and registration of 
a large number more -of these State 
charges. 

Another important group is the in- 
sane, over 15,000 in number. The crim- 
inally insane are at Bridgewater. the 
Epileptics at Monson. and the others 
are distributed at 10 other hospitals 
throughout the State. Work has been 
found to bi' of the greatest benefit. 
It is to be rcrrelte' that there is such 
a lack of equipment and of teachers 
for this special need. Here the social 
service work is most valuable. 

Juvenile delinquency was discussed, 
and the need of co-ordinating and co- 
relation of work was made very plain. 
Judge Cabot's definition of the func- 
tion of a Juvenile Court is to put a 
child in normal relations with society 
as quickly as possible. The need of 
a clearing house in dealing with ju- 
venile delinquency was emphasized. 
Get at the causes and conditions wh-ch 
are responsible for this problem. Bet- 
ter probation work would mean the 
lessening of our jail population. 

The work at the Shcrborn prison 
for women was described in a most 
interesting way. Here the problem 
is that of defective delinqut ncy. Last 
year 48 per cent of the inmates were 
sub-normal. The women are given as 
much freedom as possible, and under 
Mrs. Hodder's care the prison is kept 
spotlessly clean. Still there are prob- 
lems of classification which are diffi- 
cult to solve, such as the separation 
of the defective delinquents from the 
normal women; of girls of 20, young 
in crime from the offmders with a long 
and bad record. 

The conditions in the Charlestown 
State Prison where the worst offen- 
ders are confined beggets description. 
There is no opportunity for exercise 
in the open air, no possibilities of

What is our real security for the 
stocks, bonds, mortgages, deeds and 
other investments which we own? To 
ihe extent that we personally oc- 
cupy or use the property, this security 
is tangible. Certainly our chances 
of holding property which we per- 
sonally occupy or use are better than 
anyone else's chances of getting this 
property away from us. We, how- 
ever, cannot say this concerning prop- 
erty which we rent, or property upon 
which we are only loaning money, 
Whim it comes to stocks, bonds and 
other investments of which we are 
only one of many owners, our secur- 
ity is very much less tangible. 

We think that we are well off 1m>- 
enuse we have a bunch of stock cer- 
tificates, bonds, and mortgages in a 
safe-deposit box in some local bank. 
We are contented ami independent 
because of these pieces of paper. Many 
of us had much rather have a t»>nd 
of a western city which we have never 
seen, than an acre of land in our own 
home town. Yet with such pieces of 
paper are we not realty in a weaker 
position than the rich man Jesus told 
about who, when pulling down his 
barns to build greater ones, was sud- 
denly called by the angel of death? It 
seems to me that our position is very 
much weaker than his. He needed 
fear onl ythe angel of death; - our 
property could become valueless long 
before we are ever called. 

To begin with think how depend- 
ent you are on the guards of the safe- 
deposit vault, which holds your all. 
The bank officials show you the great 
iron doors, they expatiate upon the 
time locks and they tell you of the 
electrical and other means of protec- 
tion. But what do these amount to? 
Before the cb'rk gives you your key, 
is there anything to prevent him 
making a duplicate of that key? With 
such a duplicate he could at any time 
open your box and clean it out. Yes 
— not only your box but 'all the others 
likewise. Moreover, he is probably 
working for a comparatively small 
salary. Of course, he would he 
caught; but he would have caused 
you much trouble and worry. He 
surely could make you penniless for 
a few weeks. All of this means that 
you really are not depending upon the 
great steel vaults or the keys of your 
little box. You are really depending 
upon the honesty of the ill-paid and 
humble bank clerk. 

Let us now consider upon what the 
value of the papers within the box 
depends. Surely they have no value 
of themselves. Their value depends 
upon your ability to foreclose in case 
payment is refused. Now this fact 

Kresupposes that your certificates, 
onds and mortgages are properly 
drawn. Have you ever looked at them 
to see if they are properly signed, not 
to mention their legal status? Local 
real estate mortgages we have exam- 
ined for us. For the legality, proper 



execution ami genuineness of our 
other securities we depend upon our 
hunkers and brokers. But this sim- 
ply means that wo really do not de- 
pend at all upon the pieces of paper 
which we so carefully protect in our 
safe-deposit boxes. It is the integrity 
of the men who prepared them, tin 
integrity of the officials who signed 
them and the integrity of the bankers 
who sold them upon which we really 
depend. If any of these parties are 
dishonest, the papers which we so 
carefully cherish would be valueless. 
We could not collect from any court on 
forged, fraudulent or even illegally 
issued documents. 

Hut granting that all the < ipany 

officials, the attorney's clerks and the 
banker's employes have been honest, 
how then would you enforce your 
claims without an honest court? You 
could not do so. Hence, your real se- 
I curitv for the stocks, bonds and other 
I evidences of wealth is the integrity 
| of the people who elect or appoint the 
j judges who make foreclosures possi- 
ble. But even with honest courts you 
! still may become penniless unless pub- 
i lie opinion insists upon these court de- 
' crees being enforced. 

You may have a mortgage on my 
house. Your mortgage is of value 
| only as everyone connected with it — 
i the lawyer who drew it— the notary 

i who acknowledge it and the little 

; stenographer who copied it, up to the 
j jury which is to enforce it, is honest. 
I Yes, and even then you cannot get 
i me out of my house unless the ma- 
I jority of the entire community is 
'honest. With the community sym- 
I pathizing with me, the officers would 
| not and could rot put me out. Under 
I such circumstances what would your 
[ mortgage be worth? Absolutely 
nothing. Moreover, if this is true re- 
; garding a local mortgage, it is much 
more serious in connection with our 
investments in railroads, in industries 
and other properties outside the city 
where we live. 



What docs all this mean? It means 
that the real security for the stocks j 
bonds, mortgages, deeds and other in- 
\ vi stments which we own is the integ- I 
•rity of the community. The st?el | 
: bexes, the legal papers and the other j 
things which we look upon as so im- | 
portant are the mere shells of the i 
; eggs. The value of our investments 
depends not on the strength of our 
banks, but rather upon the strength 
of our churches, The underpaid i 
preachers of the nation are the men ' 
upon whom we are really depending j 
rather than the well-paid lawyer* 
hankers and brokers. The religion of ■ 
the community is really the bulwark j 
of our investments. And when we j 
consider that only 1"> ' '« of the people ' 
hold securities of any kind and less | 
, than :i '< hold enough to pay an in- . 
come tax, the importance of the , 
I churches becomes even more evident. 
| For our own sakes. for our child- I 
I ren's sakes, for the nation's sake, let I 
j us business men get behind the 
(Churches and their preachers Never i 



mind if they are not perfect, never 
mind if their theology is out of date. 
This only means that were they ef- 
ficient they would do very much more. 
The safety of all we have is due to the 
■•hutches, even in their present in- 
efficient and inactive state. By all 
that we hold dear, let us from' this 
vi ry day give more time, money ami 
thought to the churches of our city, 
for upon these the value of all we 
own ultimately depends!

! Case N'o. 5. A boy in the third 
j year of the high school who is doing 
', indifferent work. If an intelligent 
I test reveals the fact that this boy 
'■ has a high average intelligence, it 
1 would appear that the school is not 
i getting hold of the boy as it should 
j or that some influence outside the 
j school is interfering with his work. 
I Although the group intelligence test 
has not yet been developed to an ex- 
tent that makes it entirely reli- 
able, efforts are being made quite 
generally in the various educational 
departments of colleges to reduce it 
to a usable form. We have made use 
of three of these tests during the past 
year, one in the fifth grade, one in 
the eighth grade and one in the soph- 
omore year of the High School. 

The Otis test of intelligence was 
used in two fifth grades in different 
buildings. The scores made by the 
children of school B varied from 83 
to 159 with a median of 121, The 
scores of the children of school A 
varied from 81 to 142 with a median 
of 116. These scores were compared 
with the school marks of the children 
and it was found that after dividing 
both schools into an upper and lower 
half on the basis of the intelligence 
scores, there seemed to be a much 
greater correspondence between the 
intelligence scores amT the fedhoo] 
marks in school B than in school A. 

To be specific: In school B there 
were 24 pupils. After these were di- 
vided, 12 in the upper half and 12 
in the lower half on the basis of the 
intelligence scores, it was found that 
in the upper half 11 out of the 12 
had a school marke of 80 or above 
while in the lower half of the class 
there were only two pupils who hail 
a school mark of 80 or above. In 
room A, however, after dividing the 
whole 26 pupils into an upper and 
lower group it was found that 8 of 
the pupils in the upper group on the 
basis of the intelligence scores re- 
ceived a school mark of 80 or above, 
while in the lower group exactly the 
same number (8) received 80 or above. 
Army Intelligence Tests 
One of the army intelligence tests 
was given to a group of 81 pupils in 
the eighth grade in May, 1919. The 
work was done under the direction of 
the Harvard Division of Education 
and so far as possible the tests were 
given under the conditions prescribed 
by the army regulations. Table 6 



shows the results of this test. So 
data is available for comparison of ■ 
our scores with those of other pup ; ls 
but the fact that 27 out of 81 pupils j 
made a score equivalent to an officer's ; 
grade is significant. Our punils' 
scores ranged from 65 to 152. Eleven 
.;f the pupils who received an offic r's 
irrade in the army test, that is, who 
made a score of 105 or more, re- 
ceived honors for the first term's 
work in the High School.. 

This table also shows the per cent- I 
age of soldiers in the army getting ' 
each rating. The bjirh average of 
pupils' scores as compared with the I 
army scores is interesting. It points ', 
to the conclusion that the pujV- I 
who reach our upper grades and !

In the army grades A and B were 
given first choice in selecting men for 
officer material. Twenty-eight out 
of 81 or 33 1-3", of Wadleigh pupils 
made the officer grade. In the army 
infantry only WA of those exam- 
ined made A and B grades. 

Results of Geometry Test 
Another test of an entirely dif- 
ferent and special character was giv- 
en to a class of Geometry pupils in 
the High School. This is known as 
the Mm nick Geometry Test. Its pur- 
pose is to measure native ability in 
geometrical reasoning. 

Table 7 shows the scores gained by 
pupils taking the test and also their 
marks in Geometry as determined by 
the teacher. These results show, as 
the results of such tests generally 
show, three things, the great differ- 
ence in ability amon- individuals, the 
general correspondence between in- 
telligence scores and school marks of 
many pupils, and the lack of any re- 
lationship between scores and school 
marks in case of a few individuals.

Of nine pupils scoring 27 or above, 
seven received a school mark of 85 
or above; while of the eight pupils 
scoring below median only three re- 
ceived a school mark of 85 or above.

FIRE FRIDAY 

Apparatus Upset Answering Gall for 
Lake Street Bla/e. 

A tire at the Bay State Saw & 
Tool factory Friday noon resulted ir 
the upset of a piece of temporary ap- 
paratus attacked to the local lire de- 
partment and subsequent wide noto 
riety through humorous accounts 
published in Boston newspapers. Thi 
fire itself was insignificant. 

Owing to the heavy snowfall and 
consequent bud travelling, Chief De 
Courcy of the tire department has had 
a pair of horses of Eugene P. Sul 
livan, and a pung loaded with hose 
and the extinguishers, held in rea i:- 
ness to answer any lires.

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We print above a sketch of the portion of '»ur town which it h:is been 
prop ised to give to the Town of Arlington. It is anticipated that a petition 
v.ill fhortly In- introduced by the residents of this section for this separation. 

As will be n-ted from this map. the portion under consideration is a 
triangular piece jutting into Arlington territory, the dotted lines being the 
Winchester-Arlington boundary as it is now. and the solid 1'ne across right 
side b the proposed division line if the land is given t<- our neighbor. 

The area of this piece is about 43 acres and its population is about 60 
souls. It has but recently been settled: for many years there being but one 
house thi re. It now has about 12 houses. 

A peculiar feature of this property is that while it is in Winchester, it 
is not possible to enter it without going int.. Arlington tirst. and all of the 
eight streets shown on the map lead to Arlington territory. The residents 
have all their interests centered in Arlington— do their shopping there, at- 
tend church there and go through that town to reach their work. The only 
connection they have with Winchester is to send their children to scl nol 
here and receive their mail from the Winchester Post Office. 

There are about 11 children in the district and they are transported a 
distance of 2 1-2 miles to our schools; a round trip of five miles. The dis- 
tance to the Arlington school is a little over a mile. 

There is no water in this section, the houses all relying on wells, and it 
would be necessary to lay 7.000 feet of water main to supply it. Arlington 
would have to lay about 2.500 feet to furnish it with water. 

Owing to the lay of the land, which is a slope towards Arlington from 
a rocky ridge, it is hardly practicable, to say the least, for Winchester to 
connect it with its sewer system. Arlington, on the other hand, could make 
connections comparatively easily.

MOVING PICTURES AGAIN 



Editor of the Star: 

I understand that interested parties 
outside of Winchester who want to 
open a Moving Picture Theatre in this 
town have persuaded some of our 
cmzens of the advantages that 
would accrue to our community if a 
license should be granted for such a 
theatre, and that a petition has been 
presented for an article to appear in 
the warrant for this matter to be vot- 
ed on in the coming Town Meet ng. 

Before Winchester decides that she 
wants a Moving Picture theatre in 
town she had better answer a very 
pertinent question. Who is going to 
censor the films presented in order to 
protect our children against vicious 
films? Are we so gullible that we be- 
lieve that any film that is manufac- 
tured is fit for our children to see? 
If not, who is to decide? Is it the 
National Board of Review? But by 
;ts own statement that Board is par- 
tially supported by the film interests 
and its speakers have been in this 
state recently speaking against state 
censorship. Is it by state censorship? 
But we nave no such thing in this 
state. Furthermore the Moving Pic- 
ture interests are fighting tooth and 
hail against the allied Woman's Clubs 
and other welfare organizations of 
this state to kill a bill now in the leg- 
islature requ'ring such censorship. I 
quote, for the edification of those in- 
terested, from a Boston paper of Feb. 
4lh. the words of one of these Moving 
Picture promoters in our state. M. 
J. Coyle is reported as saying: "It is 
time to lot the people of the nation 
have some of that liberty that is sup- 
posed to be granted under the con- 
stitution." In the same breath Mr. 
Coyle says that any Moving Picture 
exhibitor who does not fight the bill 
for state censorship should not be al- 



l.l saving that the fe^ed to obtain films for showing! 

What liberty does Mr. Coyle allow the 
exhibitor? Who, then, is to censor 
the films, if a Theatre opens here? 
Is it to be the financially-interested lo- 
cal manager? Do the people of Win- 
chester wish to hand over to the judg- 
ment of the manager-to-be of the local 
theatre the censorship of the films? 
Presumably not. I understand that the 
promoter says the business men of 
Winchester can secure clean films for 
the town by taking shares in the pro- 
posed theatre! When will the busi- 
ness men do the censoring? Who, 
then, is to censor the films? Shall it 
be a local Committee appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen? The question 
immediately arises. When are they to 
censor films? Shall they censor while 
the film is being shown to the public? 
If so the damage through a vicious 
film has already been done, for others 
have seen it, as well as the censors, 
In-fore it is condemned. If we say, 
they shall censor before it is released 
to the public, it means they will have 
a steady job, and if the film is ob- 
jectionable the manager has no time 
i to get another film. Furthermore his

FEED THE BIRDS 



To the Editor: 

Because of the deep snow that cov- 
ers nearly all their food, birds of all 
kinds are starving this winter, and 
thus weakened by hunger, great num- 
bers of birds freeze to death in the 
intense cold. Every bird that dies 
is an economic loss to the town, be- 
cause of the enormous number 01 in- 
sects it will destroy in the spring and 
summer. The following list of birds 
were seen today at one small bird 
feeding place in Winchester: — Blue- 
jays; Woodpeckers; nuthatches; tree 
sparrows; juncos; chicadees; snow 
bunt;ng, etc. What are they worth to 
us in money value? The bluejay is 
a great destroyer of gipsy, browntail, 
ami tent-caterpillar eggs and larvae, 
and the woodpeckers will average 50- 
100 younir cater»illars of these species 
daily. Taking the low number of 
per day as a base, one woodpecker 
will destroy 1500 caterpillars in 30 
days, and as the average reproduction 
of gypsys, browntails is about 200 
each, this means a reduction of 900,000 
in next season's crop of these pests, 
during their three months season. Fig- 
ure out what it would cost a forrester 
to do that! Juncos, snow buntings, and 
tree sparrows, keep down the spread 
of about tU) varieties of noxious weeds, 
eating from 350 to 500 seeds at a 
meal, and Prof. Beal. after careful 
study, calculates that in the state of 
Iowa tree sparrows destroy 1,750.000 
pounds, (about 875 tons) of such seed 
during each winter, and Prof. Sander- 
son. al«'» a "oro*"' h - 1 student, esti- 
mates that the little chicadees flestr 
eight billions of destructive insects in 
Michigan alone, every year. Turning 
to our summer b'rds; in the stomach 
of a meadow lark were found 14 cut- 
worms and :iti beetles after his morn- 
ing meal, and Dr. Weed found that the 
stomachs of three nestling catbirds 
contained 95 per cent of insect food, 
02 per cent being composed of cut- 
worms. As one cut worm wrill easily 
do $2 worth of damage per week in a 
garden, and 7 worms a day, or 49 per 
week, is a very low average for a <•>•• 
bird, (or others), the value of one 
catbird's work would be worth $98 per 
week to the farmc. But would that 
farmer, or you, or I, be willing to p> 
$98 more in taxes to have the birds 
adequately protected from plumage 
hunters, and the winter birds properly 
fed? I doubt it. Birds can't tell us 
what good they do; — they just do it. 
So we don't know, or care. Also, if 
done bv the State, the money would 
nrohablv feed more politicians, than 
birds. But we can all do this:— FEED 
THE BIRDS OURSELVES. The res- 
idents along our coasts, aided bv the 
S. P. C. A. are already feeding the 
starving wild ducks and gulls. Let 
us do the same for our inland birds, 
whose monev value to us runs into 
millions yearly. Every household can 
afford to hang a Limp of suet on a tree 
branch, and to put out on a window- 
shelf or in a food-house, all the left 
over bread, muffins, cake, etc. for the 
bird's breakfast. Also, some can af- 
ford to use seed in 10" nound lb" 
best mixture being 35 lbs millet; 30 
lbs. sunflower: 20 lbs hemp; 5 lbs. 
r»"e: 10 lbs "<»ts. H n ve the seedman 
mix them. The retail price todav is 
about *!3 and that amount will f'-ed 
about 300 birds for a month.

HISTORY OF COUNTRY CLl'B 

The following history of the Win- 
chester Country Club, appearing re- 
cently in a Boston paper, will doubt- 
less prove of interest to many new- 
comers in Winchester. 

The Winchester Country Club orig- 
inated in what was known as the 
Winchester Golf Club, which was 
formed in 1897. It was an associa- 
tion of Winchester people exclusively 
who obtained a lease of property in 
the north end of the town adjoining 
Woburn. formerly belonging to the 
estate of Edwin Ginn. and comprising 
about 50 acres. A nine-hole course 
was built. 

The leading spirit in the enterprise 
at that time W. D. Sanborn, now 
dead. He was a Harvard graduate, 
interested in Harvard athletics when 
he was in Harvard, and was the first 
man in Winchester who became inter- 
ested in golf. That organization was 
nevej*, incorporated. It had for a club- 
house- a dwelling built on tne property 
of a promoter who intended to de- 
velop 'the property for residential 
purposes. The club existed as an 
association at that place for about 
five years. 

In 1902 the association was formed 
into a corporation known as the Win- 
chester Country Club. One of those 
instrumental in the change to a new 
location and further development of 
the club was Mr. Marshall C. Bouve, 
who recently died. 

He and others associated with him 
bought the old John Swan farm, lo- 
cated at the corner of Cambridge and 
Arlington streets on the town line 
between Arlington and Winchester, 
substantially half of the property 
being in the town of Arlington and 
half in the town of Winchester. This 
was about 65 acres. 

The first president of the club was 
Rev. John W. Suten, at that time 
rector of the Episcopal Church in 
Winchester. The officers were Mr. 
Suter, Marshall C. Bouve. vice-prea- 
idmt; John Abbott, secretary; George 
G. Kellogg, treasurer. The directors 
included the above named and F. L. 
Hunt, and John P. Tucker, Joseph L. 
S. Barton and Edgar J. Rich. 

On the property a 9-hole course 
was built. The funds for payment 
for the property and the construction 
of the course were furnished wholly 
by club members. In 1913. additional 
parcels were bought from the Thorn- 
ton farm, later known as the Hood 
farm, from the Gilman estate and 
from the Mills estate, so that the 
club now occupies property of sub- 
stantially 1/75 acres, with an 18 hole 
course and two stands of buildtngs, 
one occupied by the club house, which 
was the old Swan property, and the 
other occupied by the green-keeper, 
which was formerly the farm house of 
Thornton and Jater of Hood. 

The Swan Buildings have been re- 
mcdelled to some extent. The old 
barn has been converted into a locker 
room and dance hall, and the place 
formerly occupied by teams and live 
stock now constitutes a dance hall. 
The old cider mill is part of the pres- 
ent locker building, and the profes- 
sional's room is now occupied by Har- 
rv Bowler. . , , , . 

" The membership of the club has 
increased from approximately 100 of 
the old original golf club to a full 
membership now of 400. Vf\Vh associ- 
ate members to the number of 250 
or more. These associate members 
an- the wives and families of the 
men who comprise the membership 
of the club. " 

The earliest deed on record of tne. 
land now occupied by the club is a 
enpv ..f a conveyance by Squaw Sa- 
chem and her husband Webicowltz. 
which in Indian parlance means "New 
Moon." The seal on the deed is a 



bow and arrow. The design of the 
club seal originated in this fact, the 
design being a wigwam and a new- 
moon above. 

The old barn which is r.sir occu- 
pied by the lockers and dance hall 
was built in 1828. The spring from 
which the players get a drink, as thev 
go from the first tee, was in the olden 
time, according to Mr. Langiey, a 
gathering place for Indians, it is 
known as the Sachem aprmg. He 
says he can rememlvr when the In- 
dian gypsies and pedlars would go up 
there and build a fire and ge-. wa*er 
from the spring. 

The brook which runs through the 
present course had not been looneo 
upon as a ground for trout fishing 
but John Tucker evidently thought a.-, 
as one Sunday morning he appeared 
with his rod and pulled out 18 beau- 
tiful trout. For a while the members 
spent as much time trout fishing as 
they did golfing, and in a short time 
the supply was exhausted. This stream 
emnties into the Mystic lake. 

Many team matches were played 
by the members of the old club. They 
appeared to have been more popular 
in those days than at the present time. 
A team of five memUJ.'rs played 
matches with all of the early clubs 
which had been formed, but It was 
impossible in those days to evef have 
the same team play twice, unce a 
year as many members as could vis- 
ited the Vesper Club at Lowrt! and a 
return match was played at Winches- 
ter. 

The 19th hole was played consider- 
ably evidently in those da>.-, as after 
play was over many of the jubilant 
fraternity endeavored to drive across 
the Merrimac river, an .Impossible 
stunt in the days of the gutty ball. 

Alexander Finjlay laid out the 
original nine holes of the original 
Country Club, but later developments 
have all been made under the direc- 
tion of Donald Ross. 

The club has had for Its profes- 
sionals Willie McGuire, David Brown 
and Willie Wilson. Harry Bowler is 
the present professional, and a more 
popular one is hard to find. 

Among the club members are some 
fine golf st s. including F. L. Hunt. Jr. 
and Bart Stephenson, who has been 
Dominated for the presidency of the 
M. G. A. this year. There is also 
"Traff" Hicks, who played on th* 
Massachusetts team this year in their 
state matches against Rhode Island 
and Connecticut, and who also was 
the semi-finalist in the club champion- 
ship, losing to Ralnh Hornblower. an- 
other sterling performer. II. T. Bond 
no to the time Francis Ouimrt made 
his perfect round of the course in 66 
had the lowest competitive play with 
a 74. 

During the past year many Im- 
prov ments have been made in the 
course. Two much needed improve- 
ments were in making the 17th and 
18th greens, they now having been 
banked so as to enable a shot to hold 
the greens. The eighth and 11th 
greens were also made over, and the 
ditch on the eighth fairway filled in. 
also the ditch in front of the first 
green was filled in. Considerable work 
was also done to make the drainage 
of the course better in future, par- 
ticularly on the second, third and 
fourth fairways. 

The caddies were not overlooked 
when improvements were made, as a 
new building was constructd for them 
which is fitted with steel lockers, ev- 
ery toilet facility and also a gas 
heater. Next year the dining room 
and locker rooms will be connected 
so that it w-il! not be necessary to 
go outside the building to reach th» 
dining room.

What the Binet-Simon Tests Are 

The Binet-Simon tests are a series 
of questions designed to measure the 
physical an I mental development of 
the child. These have been trieil on 
a lartfr number of children anil th« 
answers so standardized that it is 
possible t.- measure what is called the 
mental aire of a child. This nit-Mai 
age in many cases dif.Vrs considerably 
from the actual physical air- of the 
child. For illustration a child who is 
actually six years old may have a 
mental age of five years and three 
i months, anil another child who is actu- 
ally six years of age may have a men- 
tal aire of seven years. 

What dependence car be put on the 
reliability of such examinations'.' Two 
or mi r.- skilled examiners, after ex- 
aminging the same child will not 
vary mote than two or three months 
in their judgment of his mental age. 

The Binet-Simon tests in various 
forms, chiefly in Tennan's revision, 
have been usid already in some school 
systems as an aid in the grading or 
pupils In lower classes. The advantage 
of testing for intelligence is that it 
furnishes an objective measun that 
may bo used to supplement the judg- 
ment of the teacher in placing pupils. 

Fse of (iroup Tests 

The Binet-Simc tests take consid- 
erable time to admin. iter because ev- 
ery child has to !>■• examined separ- 
ately and under exactly controlled eon- 
I ditions. The need of more expeditious 
, methods for measuring the intelll- 
; gence of large numbers of older indi- 
viduals is apparent. This need was 
felt most urgently when in the late 
war. it became necessary in the a-my 
to select in a short time large numbers 
of men for important positions. A - a 
result the well-known army intelli- 
gence test is likely to become quite 
general. Already such tests are being 
used in some colleges as part of the 
basis for admission. 

It is apparent that if the result* of 
such tests ure at all reliable, they will 
be useful in the schools. Lot me cite 
a number of concrete instances when- 
such a method of testing would be 
helpful. 

Case No. 1. A boy is five years and 
four months old on September first, 
when school begins. His parents think 
he is :l strong and healthy boy and 
they believe he would be better off in 
school. He is not old enough to be 
admitted under the rules of the School 
Committee. If a skilled examiner, 
aft« r examing this boy decided that he 
hail a mental age of six years or more, 
it would be perfectly reasonable to ad- 
mit him to the first grade and it would 
not be at all probable that he would 
fail his first year's work. If, on the 
other hand, the examiner found that 
his mental age was only five years, it 
would not be advisable to admit him 
to the first grade, because it would be 
almost certain that, if he were admit- 
ted, he would fail. 

Case No. 2. A boy thirteen years 
old who has failed to pass his sixth 
grade work. If in taking a group in- 
telligence test, this boy proved that 
he had a fairly well-developed faculty 
of reasoning and a wide goneral 
knowledge, it Would be well, notwith- 
standing his being a poor speller and 
a poor writer and possibly careless in 
some of his other work, to place him 
in the seventh grade. , 4 . 

Case No. 3. A girl thirteen years 
old in the eighth grade who has a 
very good visual memory and who does 
fairly good work from day to day. 
but who shows a tendency to fail when 
confronted with the need of doing 
any original thinking and whose pa- 
rents wish her to go to college. If 
after she had taken an intelligence 
test, it was found that her powers of 
reasoning and her general grasp of 
practical problems were as yet un- 
developed, it would be best for her 
not to take up high school work for 
another year. 

Case No. 4. A girl fifteen years 
old in the freshman class in the high 
school who can do fairly good work 
in the languages but who has suc- 
ceeded in mathematics only by lean- 
ing heavily upon the help of her 
friends and parents. If after taking 
a test to show general ability in Ge- 
ometry, it appeared that she had less 
ability of this kind than even her 
».eachers supposed she had, it would 
be well for her to discontinue her 
mathematics and devote herself in 
the high school to something for which 
she was better fitted.

that have taken place since thai time. 
No statistics a- yet are available to 
show which ci mmunitii - have beer, 
meeting these increased costs most 
1 gi nerously.

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Table S shows the pupil per capita 
i expenditure for instruction for ele- 
mentary schools and for high schools 
in several Massachusetts communities 
i including Winchester. Some of th« 
communties chosen such as Arling- 
ton. Belmont, and Watertown are 
' chosen because they are nearby, 
ethers, such as Newton, Milton am! 
Brookline because from an educational 
i and financial point of view they re 
1 semble Winchester. Springfield and 
Boston are included because they are 
; larger communties with approximate- 
i Iv the same property valuation as 
i Winchester. Boston is included he- 
I cause it represents a city which, be- 
cause of its size, enjoys the benefits 
of a large organization. 'The state 
is included because it shows the av- 
erage for the whole Commonwealth, 
it indicates and average tendency. 
These averages are influenced, of 
course, very strongly by the expendi- 
tures in many small communities. 
Winchester's expenditures for elemen- 
tary schools rank seven in this list. 
Newton, Milton. Wellesley, Spring 
field. Boston and Brookline expeno 
more than Winchester for elementary 
school instruction. . 

In expenditure for high school in- 
struction. Winchester ranks four in 
this group, its expenditures being ex- 
ceeded only by those of Springfield. 
Boston and Brookline. Of these three. 
Brookline is the only one that is 
substantially a wealthier community 
than Winchester. A comparison of 
expenditures for elementary schools 
and for high schools shows that rela- 
tively Winchester is paying more for 
high school than for elementary 
school education. High school organ- 
ization is more uniform throughout 
the state than elementary school or- 
ganization, and Winchester's relative 
ly low expenditures for elementary 
school instruction for each pupil is 
caused partly by the fact that It has 
small school's with only one elemen- 
tary school principal who does not 
teach. , , 

Table !» shows how much taxable 
property there is in the communities 
mentioned available for the support 
' of each child in average membership- 
i This is the beat index of the ability 
' of a community fo pay for education — 
! the measovo of the community's pock- 
! etbook. Winchester is more aole to 
pay for education than the state as a 
whole; in its ability to pay. Winches 
tor ranks 43 among the 354 towns 
and cities of the state. Brookline, the 
wealthiest town of over 5000 popula- 
tion ranks five. Boston. Milton and 
Wellesley are the only communities 
besides Winchester of over 5000 pop- 
ulation that have a valuation of over 
$10.0110 per pupil. All the othei 
wealthy communities in the state are 
small towns. It is perfectly fair to 
class Winchester as one of the 
wealthy communities, a community 
able to pay for the best in education.

In other words, they go down 
in their pockets more deeply than we 
according to ability. 

Winchester paid in 1917 $5.71 for 
education on each one thousand dol- 
lars worth of taxable property; in 
1918 she paid *5.H7.

"What are we willing to 
pay," may be answered fiom public 
sentiment. Th. re is no question that 
this sentiment in Winchester is posi- 
tively in favor of securing the best 
education the town can afford. Win- 
chester is notably a town of homes. 
People come here to rear and educate 
their children. Interest in the child- 
ren in Winchester runs as high as in 
anv town I know. There are eleven 
towns of over 5.000 population in 
Massachusetts where the tux for pub- 
lic education is over nine dollars on 
the thousand of taxable property. Six 
cities in Massachusetts-, tax them- 
selves over seven dollars on a thous- 
and for education. We tax ourse ves 
$5.71. If we had taxed ourselves 
nine dollars on a thousand in 1 1917 for 
education we would have had in 1917 
• aehool budget of $1S1,M0. A> a 
matter of fact, we actually did ex- 
pend $97,110. It would, of course, be 
of no use to quote figures in a com 
munity that is satisfied with its ex- 
penditures for education. But Win- 
chester is not ssitistied to be just av- 
erage or ordinary in her educationa.

«'< nlidge has taken up f..r Winchester, 
the ..:!>'••• two affecting the proposed 
new bridge over the river at Bacon 
street and the continuing of the wi 
of dredging and cleaning the river 
itself. 

As regards the proposed h. w - w- 
< rs. a joint board, consisting ..f the 
Metropolitan Park Commission and 
Commisssion of Health to investigate 
the subject of protecting and purify- 
ing the water of Mystic Lake, was ap- 
pointed under a resolve of 1917. This 
report was made in January l:'l' 

After reviewing the whole subject 
the Board stated in conclusion that it 
is desirable that effective provision be 
made for the proper disposal of waste 
from the factories in the upper end <■!' 
the valley, and by making such pro- 
vision in that part of the valley not 
reached by sewers, and the improve 
ment of the channel of the river, the 
pollution of the Mystic Lakes and its 
tributaries can be prevented so far 
as it is possible to do so in a large 
manufacturing area. 

Next under a reslovo of 1018. the 
Department of Public Health was .li- 
rected to ascertain the cost of con- 
structing a system of sewers adequate 
for the disposal of this sewage and 
waste discharged into the Mystic 
Lakes. This report was mad-' Jan- 
uary last, it summing up as a problem 
of no great difficulty, the construction 
of an extension from the Metropolitan 
sewer as far as the industrial works 
located in the northerly part of Wo- 
burn. 

The department estimated the ca- 
pacity needed for such a sewer at 
150.000 gallons per day from the prin- 
cipal chemical works in North Woburn 
and from various other conc< rns 300.- 
000 gallons per day. making an esti- 
mated desirable capacity of 500.000 
gallons. 

The estimated cost is in the neigh- 
borhood of $307,000. The natural out- 
let of the proposed sewer is the branch 
•if the North Metropolitan Sewerage 
system, originally constructed to re- 
ceive the sewage of Stoneham and 
now being constructed to receive the 
sewage of Reading. 

Rep. Coodidge's bills provide for 
the construction of a trunk line sewer 
between Woburn and Stoneham, in 
the Aberjona valley, so-called, situ- 
ated in the easterly part of Woburn. 
It will begin at the present metro- 
politan sewer near the junction of 
Stoneham or Strongwator brook in 
the Aberjona river and extend along 
the Aberjona valley to the Arlington 
line, or along such other lines as may 
be deemed feasible. The sum asked 
for to effect this construction is $300,. 
1)00. 

Also for an additional main sewer" 
to bigin at the present metropolitan 
sewer near the junction of Stoneham 
or Strongwater brook and the Aber- 
jona river where the main metropoli- 
tan sewer to St.|neham and Reading 
leaves the Aberjona valley, and run- 
ning thence through the town of 
Stoneham and the city of Woburn to 
the Woburn-Wilmington line near the 
works of the American Agricultural 
Chemical Company; and also an ad- 
ditional metropolitan sewer from the 
neighborhood of Cross street in Win- 
chester, to Hill street in Woburn; and 
for these purposes the sum of five 
hundred thousand dollars shall be al- 
lowed and paid out of the treasury 
of the commonwealth from the Met- 
ropolitan Sewerage ' Loan Fundi 
North System.

Is Our School Organization 
Economical 
Citizens have sometimes asked. Do 

our touchers have too few pupils? 

This is a fair question but it cannot 

he answered in an offhand manner. 

Table 11 shows the ratio of pupils to 

teachers, an important factor in 

school organization. Pupil per cap- 
ita cost is influenced by this more 

than is usually supposed. The num- I 

ber of pupils a teacher can effectively 

teach is determined by the number 

of different grades of pupils under 

her charge. In rural schools where 

each teacher has from five to eight 

different grades, the number of pupils 

must necessarily be small. In large 

cities, where each teacher has only 

one grade or possibly a subdivision 

of a grade, the number of pupils may 

be at its maximum. Many cities 

maintain an average of forty to fifty 

pupils for each teacher. Muring the 

past several years there has been a 

tendency to reduce the size of classes 



oi.it:. it shows the ratio of pupils 
to teachers in a school system ns a 
whole. This ratio is secured by di- 
viding the total number of pupils 
in the whole system by the total num- 
ber of teachers including principals, 
supervisors and special teachers. For 
purposes of comparison this ration is 
a fairly dependable one and is highly 
■ Hut it is only a ratio.

What Type of School Organization 
the Mystic School but not on the 
Mystic School site.

Should We Have? 

This program looks to the adoption 
of the fl-3-3 plan of school organiza- 
tion; i. e. — 

Elementary School Grades I-VI. 
Junior High School Grades VII,, XIII. 
IX. 

Senior High School Grades X. XI. XII. 
Had this type of school organization 
been proposed ten years air •. it woul I 
have needed defense. Today it needs 
no defense. It has been adopted by 
progressive communities all over the 
country. Notable examples in Massa- 
chusetts are Springfield, Boston. 
Brockton and Sonierville. 
What Would the Adoption of this 
Plan Accomplish? 

1. The adoption of this plan would 
relieve our high schocl from over 
crowding for several years. Caring 
for the freshman class in the .Junior 
High School would reduce the num- 
bers of pupils in the Senior High 
School by about one-third. 

2. It would give opportunity for 
the development of a real junior 
high school providing for all pupils 
12, 13 and li years of age in a cen- 
trally located and well equipped I 
building. Here the excellent work al- | 
ready being carried on at the Wad ; 
leigh could be ill veloped along broader ! 
lines so as to care for all class' s of 
pupils, not only those of an academic 
bi nt but those of a commercial and i 
industrial In nt as well. 

3. It would provide adequate ac- 
commodations for all pupils up to 
about twelve years of ago in conven- 
iently located buildings withi nreach 
of all parts of the town. Three eleni- 
mentary schools would be provided on 
the east side, — the Wadleigh School, 
a building on the present Washington 
School site and one near the Mystic 
School site. Two elementary build- 
ings would he provided on the west 
side.— one on or nenr the Rumford 
School site and one on or near the 
Wyman School site.

It. will be seen by the table that 
Boston with the largest school system 
has the highest ratio of pupils while 
Wellesley and Milton, comparatively 
small i»nd at the same time \vealthv 
communities, have a low ratio. In 
the later communities, there has been 
apparently a t ndency to reduce the 
number of pupils for each teacher in 
order to secure as nearly as possible 
individual instruction. Winchester 
holds an intermediate position. Com- 
pared with the larger cities, Winches- 
ter has a small ratio of po»>ils t.. 
teachers, while compared with the 
smaller towns its ratio is higher. If 
we had larger school buildings with 
more classes in each building, there 
would he a better opportunity to 
grade pupils more closely and at 
the same time to enable us to have it 
supervis ntr princinal in each of the 
larger building. With only one su- 
pervising principal in our elementary 
schools, we have carried the elimi- 
>•■ Inn of supervision almost to the 
limit. There are in the town 32 ronms 
of pupils in buildings in which there 
is no supervising principal. 

Building Program 
The future development of our 
school system is dependent upon our 
providing suitable and adequate 
buildings. Our educational needs 
and ambitions should determine the 
type and lot at ion of building?. Under 
p-csent conditions, however, the tyfi 
and locations of our buildings aro dic- 
tating the kind of education we aie 
giving. Our present educational pro- 
giam is seriously handicapped because 
v."! are compelled to use eT/iimvent 
and buildings that were designed, most 
of them, over a quarter of a century 
ago. As pointed out in last year's 
report, our elementary school build- 
ings are too small, too many and too 
old. We should have larger build- 
ings up to and including the sixth 
grade. We should have at least two 
more kindergartens. We should have 
more adequate provisions for our 
sevnth nnd eighth grade pupils, cen- 
trally located, and we should have 
p-ovisions for special and technical 
education in the High School. 

The following building program 
i-. therefore proposed: 

1. Senior High School 

The present high school building 
ultimately to become a senior high 
school for grades 10. 11 and 12. 

2. Junior High School 

A new junior high school building 
to be erected on or near the present 
Prince School site to accommodate 
grades 7, 8 and 9. 

ry Schools 

A. All elementary pupils from the 
Kindergarten t>> grade six inclusive 
to be provided for in different sec- 
tions of the town as seems desirable, 
utilising the present school build- 
ings until new one* art? built. 

All new elementary buildings to 
have at least eight rooms.

In 
that committee's report, which is now 
on the press, it will be shown that the 
teachers of Winchester returning 
questionaires put Moving Pictures 
high in the list of factors most detri- 
mental to school work. If this is true, 
W'ith the theatres located no nearer 
than Arlington, Woburn and Stone- 
hani. I leave it to serious-minded citi- 
zens to judge what it would Is- if the 
theatre were located here in town.

this town to auk themselves which is 
better for a child, to take his place 
in a cue, as the children do in Arling- 
ton, outside the theatre, go in and sit 
for two hours in .in ill-lighted room 
watching an overheated drama, or for 
the children to be out-of-doors in the 
sunshine on skiis, snow-shoes and 
sleds, fillirn? their lungs with good 
fresh air as they do here in Winches- 
ter. Which child is being better 
equipped for school work and for life- 
work? I say nothing of the snares 
in such a dimly-lighted theatre where 
the young people meet, nor the quali- 
ty of the film they see. Professor 
Norsworthy of Teachers' College, New 
York, in his book on "The Psychology 
of Childhood" says: "Suggestively 
vicious moving pictures are worse for 
the adolescents of a community than 
is negligence resulting in a typhoid 
epidemic," 

We have as fine nnd wholesome a 
group of boys nnd girls in this town 
as you'll find in a day's travel; Let 
us keep them so. We can get along 
without their being educated by the 
film.

cy. In view of this, why should we 
tie satisfied with having the children 
transported in any other type of con- 
veyance than one designed for the 
purpose? We carry on education in 
school buildings; why no, transport 
our children to school with a reirular 
motor l>us? Such a conveyance de- 
signed especially for the purpose can 
he bought for about $1500. 

Conclusion 
This report has been written chiefly 
for the parents and citizens of Win- 
chester. It shows something of the 
aims, the methods and the achiev- 
ments of the schools. It does not pre 
tend to he complete; many subjects 
worthy of mention have been omitted 
and many of those that have received 
attention merit a much more complete 
statement. To any parent or citizen 
who desires it, I am sure the teachers, 
the School Committee and the Super- 
intendent will be glad to furnish what- 
ever information they can. Let us 
work together for the welfare of the 
children.

SHALL I BE A M KSK? 

The following paper was read by 
Miss Norton, Superintendent of the 
Winchester Hospital at a recent meet- 
ing of the Progress Club. It is a 
t mely article a nd should he read care- 
fully by those of our girls who con- 
template entering the nursing profes- 
sion. 



If you are looking for a comfortable 
easy life, with more or less pleasure 
and a desire for financial success, do 
not take up nursing. If your ambi- 
tion is service, and if you have a love 
for humanity in every condition, no- 
where can you find greater satisfac- 
tion or a wider field than in the nurs- 
ing world. 

In order to h««lp you to (Decide 
whether you are fitted f»r the work of 
a nurse or not. we will mention th" 
qualifications you should have. Health 
•s the most essential: no other qual- 
ification will compensate for the lack 
of health as it is the foundation for 
a successful life as a nurse. Are von 
physicallv strong and have you phy- 
sical endurance? With practically 
perfect h'-alrh and strength for the 
start, and endurance with which to 



carry on. you are well equipped phy- 
sically to undertake the training nec- 
essary to tit you for your lite work 
as a nurse. 

The principal acquired qualification 
is a liberal education.. Most schools 
of nursing require an high school ed- 
ucation or its equivalent. Exceptions 
are made to this rule in some hospitals 
but the better education you have, the 
better fitted yo u will be for the pre- 
paratory work of the profession. I'he 
more liberal the education before en- 
tering training, the broader will be 
your opportunities after graduation. 

In regard to moral qualifications:— 
Let me quote from Miss Aikins, one 
of our leading hospital superintend- 
ents. She says. "A good nurse must 
tirst of all be a g "»i woman* No 
amount of ability which a nurse may 
d splay in other directions can pos- 
sibly be accepted as a substitute t'"r 
right conduct. There is n ■ such sub- 
stitute." The moral qualifications of 
self control, dignity, economy, neat- 
ness, sympathy, obedience, and unself- 
ishness can be developed more ..r less 
by the training, but the more of these 
qual Mentions you have to start with, 
the less trying will he your training 
and the better nurse you will make. 

If you have the necessary physical, 
mental and moral qualifications al 
ready noted, we will suppose you have 
decided to take up nursing as your 
life work am! you would like to know 
what steps to take to begin your 
preparation. Most hospitals of any 
size maintain a training school and 
you must decide what hospital you 
would like to enter. By all means, 
choose a general hospital, by this, I 
mean an hospital which does n"t spec- 
ialize in any one disease. The time 
to specialize is after a good course in 
a general hospital. Now, the ques- 
tion of the large or small hospital 
conies up for consideration. They both 
have advantages. The small hospital 
gives a more personal supervision, 
i perhaps, ami there is not the nerve 
strn : n and wear and tear general I v 
that one gets in the large hospital. On 
the other hand, the large hospital 
gives a more intensive and wider train 
ing with more opportunities for in- 
stitutional experience. The large hos- 
pital will give a hotter preparation 
i for institutional work if you wish to 

specialize in that. 
| It will pav vou to consider a num- 
ber of hospitals before decid'ti". Send 
for a prospectus of the hospitals in 
I which you are interested; see what 
opportunities and advantages the dif- 



ferent schools offer; visit the hospitals 
and have a talk with the superintend- 
ent of nurses: get the advice of your 
physician or some nurse in whom you 
have confidence; they can tell you 
about the standing of the school. You 
cannot be too particular in choosing 1 
your school- 
After you have decided on the hos- 
pital, till out your application blank 
or. better still, make personal appli- 
cation to the superintendent of nurses 
and wait your adnvssion to the school. 
Most hospitals give a probationary 
course of three months. During this 
time, you will be observed by the fac- 
ulty and. if you pro-., satisfactory in 
your work and conduct, your real 
training will begin. The Ih'sI hospi 
tals give a three years' course and for 
three years your work, sten by stop, 
will be planned for you. If you have 
never learned it bof< re, you will now 
learn obedience which i- the keynote 
of vour whole training.

Graduation 
is the door through which you pass to 
the wider experiences of the nursing 
world, and there was never a time 
when then- were so many opportuni- 
ties opened to nurses as now. 

It is only a few years ago that there 
were practically only two I ties of 
work for a nurse, private duty and 
institutional work. Now it is so dif- 
ferent. Let me irive you some idea of 
the number of fields that will open to 
you after you have finished your 
training. Let me speak first of the 
institutional and educational work.' 
which i~ the most necessary of alt. 
for those who enter these two fields 
have the education and training of the I 
nurse-, who will enter all the other 
lields i>f the nursing world. The edu- 
cational work offers the finest otmor- 
tunities to teachers or those who have 
had toad, in" preparation. Columbia 
College is giving a course to nurses 
who wi>h to spornlize in the teaching 
of those subjects which are taught in 
the train'ng schools and the demand 
is far from met. If one has oxeeu | 
tive ability, she can find congenial 
work as a superintendent of the small- j 
er hosp'ta's, superintendent of nurses, 
or departmental nurses in the larger 
hospitals. 

The private duty nurse tills a won- ! 
(lerful place in the world. No one 
comes into such close, personal, inti- ' 
mate contact with another as the pri- 
vale duty nurse with her patient, and 
no work that I know of demands so 
much of self -sacrifice. To see a pa- 
tient creep slowly back to health, is 
ample reward '"er any sacrifice which 
has been made, | 

In the newer fields of nursing, wo 
have the Public Health work, the Red 
Cross work, and the Industrial nurs- 
ing. No city or town of any size is 
without its Public Health nurse. In 
our own town we have the district 
nurse, the school nurse, and now the 
Public Health nurse, and you are more 
or less acquainted with their work. 
You cannot, perhaps, realize what 
public health nurses mean to a com- 
munity in the prevention of disease. 
Think of the wcrk among tubercular 
path nts whi< i the government is lo- 
Ipg and nur-ev must be had in ill' 
creasing r >Umb. » to ligiit this d*vadjd 
disease. 

The government has already started 
a campaign I" cur.tr .1 and stai.vi •• 't 
the social disease". \ ,- hich are su-il 
a ni'-nace to socio! .•, and a nut who 
is willing to take up this work can be

Asst. Surg. General of the United 
States Public H.'ilth service states 
that 50,000 nurses aie needed to fill 
the demands of bills now before Con- 
gress and state U "r Is-tures. 

The Red Cross Nurse has made a 
reputation for herself in the World 
War and her work there needs no 
comment. Perhaps you do not realize 
the work she is still doing in recon- 
struction in the devastated countries 
and in every part of the world where 
there is physical suffering. Think what 
a nurse may do in the medical mission- 
ary work in the different foreign fields, 
work in which every church has an in- 
terest. The Red Cross nurse in our 
own country is the one who will be 
called on by the government in case 
of a ny disaster, such as great fires, 
floods, or epidemics. A wonderful 
work is being done in the rural dis- 
tricts and mountain regions of our 
country. This is pioneer work. Often 
the nurse will travel miles on horse- 
back over the mountains to some of 
the homes which have absolutely no 
comforts and not even necessities. 
Practically the only medical care 
which many of these mountaineers 
have is what a nurse can give. 

The Industrial nurse is found in all 
the larger industrial plants and in the 
larger stores. Firms are appropriat- 
ing thousands of dollars a year to 
maintain nursing service and they 
claim they are well repaid for the ex- 
penditure. Nurses are specializing in 
i anesthesia, dental work, laboratory 
and research work. Most colleges 
| have a college nurse and many physi- 
cians have a nurse as office assistant. 

With an ambition for service, and a 
love for humanity in all conditions, 
combined with a good training a nurse 
will attain success. The greatest re- 
l wards of the profession, however, are 
intangible but, nevertheless, real. You

The following letter has been re- 
ceived at this office: 
To Editor of the Star: 

We would like to correct a state 
ment published in the Star last week 
and the week previous regarding the 
completing of the census enumeration 
for this town. 

The districts an- not as yet com- 

filete and no definite time is fixed 
or completing the same. The enum- 
erators did not start work here unt'l 
late because the districts were not 
divided and the Gov't hail a hard time 
getting men to take the job and even 
had to go to Medford after three of 
them. 

Because of delay on account of peo- 
ple not being at home when the men 
called therefore making it necessary 
to call again; and the weather condi- 
tions they were somewhat further de- 
layed. 

The enumerators are Gov't officials 
and should be received as such and not 
as book agents etc. 

All persons should wait until March 
1, '2(1 at least before they notify 
headquarters. The town will be done 
thoroughly if it takes until June. 
(Signed) Census Enumerators 

It is not the custom of the manage- 
ment of the STAR to print communl 
cations unless accompanied at least 
by the name of the writer. In this 
case, although we have no knowledge 
as to who the author is, other than the 
affixed signature- we have departed 
from our usual custom, in view of th- 
storm of protest aroused over the tak- 
ing of the census. We presume the 
letter is from the enumerators as 
signed. 

This paper bus had no information 
regarding the takinir of the census 
other than an official communication 
announcing its completion in this 
town, which was published in the Is- 
sue of Feb. 1". No other information 
of an official nature has been received 
and if the census is not yet com- 
pleted, the- information in the nliovo 
letter should not of course be taken 
as official. On the other hand, we 
have no doubt but what the enumera- 
t on will be made complete before the 
matter is finished.

Dr. Orion Kelley passed away early 
Tuesday morning after making a 
brave fight for over a week against 
the ravages of influenza -pneumonia. 

The death of Dr. Kelley has affect- 
ed the town in general more than any 
of our recent deaths.

Considerable criticism, both direct 
and indirect, has been made of one 
of our town officials, namety. Mr. T. 
P. Clarke, Superintendent of Streets. 

It is a well known fact that there 
are people m this world of ours who 
are ever ready to lind rault, never 
eomniendiitK, even though the thing 
which has been accomplished has 
been beneficial to them or to the 
public at large. 

Previous t , the heavy and almost 
continuous snowfall this month, as 
stated by Mr. Clarke in his t'eport 
to the Selectmen, but one complaint 
had bee:; ri ■ ivofl relative to his 
work, and this unnecessary. Before 
one criticises, it would be well to 
learn the facts in the matter at issue, 
weigh i hem. and- it' found lacking, 
make criticisms directly to the party 
responsible who will undoubtedly be 
able to give sufficient reason for his 
words or works or provide the neces- 
sary remedy.

The men and horses 
are tired out under the heavy strain 
placed upon them, and if their work 
has appeared to "drag," why should 
the men or the head of the depart- 
ment be criticised? As previously 
sti ,, , d. one should (ret the facts. 

The question has been asked 
through 'I he STAR where Mr. Clarke 
has been during this period. Where 
would one expect to find the manager 
of a corporation or any official of any 
concern whether it be private or pub- 
lic? Should it be necessary that he 
follow his foremen or his assistants 
around his plant, business house or 
township? Those who know Mr. 
Clarke are fully aware of the fact 
that he has been "on the job" both 
early and late, and that his work has 
not been done wholly by telephone 
from his office nor his home. 

In view of these facts, I, and I 
voice the opinions of many of our 
townspeople, take this opportunity 
to state that the work done bv Mr. 
Clarke and his denartment nhould re. 
ceive just acknowledgment and high- 
est commendation.

Movies Rejected and New Sidewalks 
To Be Built 



The annual town meeting of 1020 
opened on Monday. *nd aside from 
the interest in the election during 
the day, called out the bigirest crowd 
in the evening to be seen for a num- 
ber of years. Not only were the 
voters themselves in such evidence: 
the ladies wore equa"v interes'od "»d 
before 7.45 both galleries were filled 
to their capacity and the SRO sign 
hung out by the two genial police 
officers who had hard work con- 
vincing the later attendance that 
the law prescriU'd a limit, which hail 
already been reached in that part of 
the hall. Many who desired to watch 
proceedings from the balconies were 
thus disappointed. On the floor of 
the hall many new faces were noted 
among the large audience, and this 
attendance too, was large, overflow- 
ing into the small hall. Over 000 
people were present. 

The chief interest centered in the 
anticipated argument over the grant 
of a moving picture license. This 
was brought up early in the evening, 
and as had been somewhat antici- 
pated, was settled, with but one 
speech, Mr. Tuck favoring the grant, 
bv an overwhelming vote against.

But 
Francis David, with clearer spiritual 
vision, asserted that man's spiritual 
life is not subject to any external 
authority either of church or boo'.. 

The American Unitarian Associa. 
tion proposes to send representatives 
at once to Transylvania, to strengthen 
the hearts of the ministers and people 
and to carry substantial aid. The 
need is for material assistance, ami 
also for spiritual strength and forti- 
tude that comes of knowing that 
friends are sympathizing and help- 
ing. It is hoped that $50,000 will be 
contributed to help save these people 
from suffering and starvation, and 
this fellowship of brave liberal 
churches from annihilation.

Gentlemen:— The program of Tuesday evening 

I wish to call your attention to follows: 
the conditions prevailing at this date 



which tend toward, in my opinion, 
the great liklihood of a flood, and to 
suggest that all possible precautions 
be taken against damage which is 
almost sure to occur if the flood 
takes place and, also, to suggest that 
all possible preparations be made in 
advance to quickly and eflectively 
handle any bad and dangerous con- 
dition which may arise. 

The abnormal quantity of snow and 
ice on the ground at this date, March 
2. and the fact that no thaws have oc- 
curred up to now, seem to me to make 
conditions very favorable to floods 
which are likely to cause great ex- 
pense to the public and to private 
owners of property. 

There are a few strategic points 
which ought to receive especial 
watchfulness and attention. There 
are the culvert of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad, a short distance 
south of the Winchester Highlands 
station; the bridge in Main street at 
Wedge Pond; the bridge in Mt. Ver- 
non street, the two temporary bridges 
in park land in the "street across the 
pond." and the Bacon street bridge. 
It is verv possible for the ice when 
it breaks* up in the very near future 
to join against these bridges and to 
pile up, thus preventing the rapid 
and easy escape to Mystic Lake, and 
thereby causing flooding from back 
water resulting in damage to public 
and private property, particularly in 
the centre and in land adjacent to the 
streams and ponds. 

It is very possible that many if not 
all cellars in the business section 
may be flooded causing damage to 
merchandise of various kinds stored 
in those cellar*. 

While the town may not be respon- 
sible tor iiumage caused by the an- 
ticipated floods, it would seem to me 
to be only a matter of ordinary and 
nroper ni'ilence to rive, warning to 
•ur store keepers and business men 
to take such measures as they can 
to protect their goods and property. 

It Seems, also, that the two booms 
placed by the Park Hoard in the wat- 
erways, under their control ought to 
be removed so that ice and other 
floating material may not pile up an 1 
flow

SAVING THE ELK 



"A tragedy that all lovers of wild 
life, lig game, and noble animals 
have feared for years now is being 
enacted," says a bulletin from the 
Washington headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. 

"The American elk is being driven 
from his last stronghold in Yellow- 
stone National Park, 'at the top of the 
United States,' and faces slaughter, 
freezing and starvation in the border- 
lands to the north and south of the 
park. Horace M. Albright, superin- 
tendent of Yellowstone National Park, 
who is keenly alive to the great dan- 
ger, furnished the material for this 
bulletin. 

"The menace to the elk arises be- 
cause o the unprecedented early win- 
ter this year. On October 22 occurred 
the worst snow storm Yellowstone 



"Already steps are being taken, in 
the face of this critical emergency, 
to save the elk, just as the native 
Indian, the indigenous buffalo, ami 
those insensate patriarchs, the sequoia 
trees, were saved in time to avoid their 
complete extermination. 

"These efforts have a three fold 
objective. The first looks toward the 
inclusion of the great game preserves 
about the Teton Range and the head- ! 
waters of the Yellowstone, an area of , 
some 1,200 square miles, in Yellow-' 
stone Park. Incidentally the haven 
afforded for the elk is but one argu- ' 
ment for this addition to the park , 
now that recent explorations have I 
shown the reg on south of Yellowstone .

"An effort is beintr made to enlarge 
the elk refuse, so that when the ani- 
mals are driven even farther south 
than the park addition would extend, 
they still may be cared for despite 
the encroaching settlements.

The meeting opened on Article I 
continuing with the usual budget of 
appropriations, Moderator Ives pre- 
siding. Th- outstanding features of 
the work accomplished was the recon- 
sideration and rejection of -the previ- 
ous vote of $20,000 for sidewalks on a 
bond issue, and appropriating $10,000 
for this purpose by direct taxation. In 
this revision the pay-as-you-go advo 
< a tea had much the best of it, although 
the advocates of financing by bonds 
fought hard. 

The meeting succeeded in finish- 
ing the budget, ready t» open up on 
the regular warrant articles at the 
following session. Several of th-' ap- 
propriations were increased, notably 
the Snow and Ice Account, Parks and 
Playground, Town Clerk's Department 
and Water Construction. The at- 
tempt to increase the Poor appropria- 
tion by $2.1)00 was rejected, and the 
Police Department was gran! ml th< 
i rivilege of buying n new Ford. 

Chairman Charles K. Kendall of the 
Water Department presented sonic in- 
teresting facts in connection with our 
water supply. He gave an estimated 
value of our reservoirs at b- tween 
two and three million dollars, and re- 
ported the possibility of the Metro- 
politan Water Hoard taking over our 
supply in the future as a reserve. He 
stated that we are the only town or 
city in the State owning and control- 
ing its own supply of water having 
reservoirs bordered by no human hab- 
itation whatever, and that this con- 
dition would always continue. 

The Water Depart men' propose to 
(lean out around the shores of tin 
reservoirs, build soma need«ii rip-rap 
and plant in all some 15,000 ever- 
greens. A 30 foot trass plot will be 
maintained around the shores. This 
appropriation was increased by $3.0110. 

The first business of the evening 
was a correction of the appropriation 
for Cemetery maintenance, the pre- 
vious vote nppropriatlng 99,100 con- 
tain ing an estimated revenue of S:>000 
which should have made the appro- 
priation $15,100. This sum was voted 
upon reconsidernt ion. 

When the vote of $20,000 on a bond 
issue for sidewalk construction was 
passed last week, it provided for a 
seven year term of bonds. Following 
the meeting it was found that the 
statutes provided that such bond is- 
sues should not. run for ever a term 
of five years. In order to correct this 
vote a reconsideration was carried and 
a corrected vote offered.

I Tho railroad ran its trains better 
I than during the two previous big 1 
storms, local trains continuing through j 
the day, although not on time. Many > 
trucks and pungs were stuck at vari- i 
oua pluces about town, in many in- 
stances the horses being taken out | 
and the pungs left where they were. 
In other cases such available horses 
as could he used were put at work 
getting the stalled trucks and pungs 
to temporary refuge. 

By Monday the train service was 
restored, and although the Woburn 
line of electrics had but six cars in 
operation it made half hour trips to 
Winthrop Square from Woburn. its 
line being out of commission north 
of that city.

Motor Bus for (\ho.»l Children and No 
Educational Survey 

Last night's session of the annual 
Town meeting was attended by a very 
small number of voters in proportion 
to the gatherings at the two previous 
sessions. The important accomplish- 
ments of the meeting were the unex- 
pecte I decision to invest $2,000 in a 
nntor bus to transport school children, 
the acceptance , f lite cvidon of the 
By-Laws or the "new building laws." 
so-called, and the rejection of an ap- 
propriation f«.r no lu-ritio'i.-d n?»ey. 
The Town also voted to increase its 
School Committee to six members. 
The meeting adjourned following a de- 
bate of about forty minutes on the 
proposed Memorial. 

Under Article 8, calling for reports 
of committees, it was voted to accept 
the draft prepared and printed by the 
Committee on the <-rvlsion of the 
Building Laws and to discharge the 
committee. Mr. F. E. Rowe offered 
a motion which was accepted, that it 
was the sense of the meeting that the 
Finance Committee consider monthly 
meetings throughout the year, that t 
might keep in touch with town de- 
partments end fan : 1 i - 1 •- i --. ■ ittell 
with town affairs. 

Mr. George B. Hayward reported 
for the committee appointed to con- 
sider the letting out of contracts for 
material and supplies in a rather ex- 
tensive report, the substance of which 
was that more efficiency could be at- 
tained in this direction by a closer 
cooperation of departments. This 
committee was then discharged after 
acceptance of its report. 

A motion by Mr. Davidson that a 
committee of five be appointed to re- 
port at the next town meeting upon 
the desirability of dividing the Town 
into voting preci n :s was carried. His 
idea was that rwo precincts sho-dd bo 
formed, one with voting space at the 
town hall and the other at Wedgmere. 

A motion for a committee to revise 
the By-laws relating to Water and 
Sewer was carried. Chairman Kendal' 
explained that with the metering of 
the town much of the present matter 
had been sup-roee-l • I. This commit- 
tee is to consist or the Water and Sew- 
er Board and two other citizens, and 
is to he appointed by the Moderator. 

Under Article 20 it. was voted that 
a committee of seven be appointed by 
the Moderator, to consist of one or 
more Assessors, two members of the 
Finance Committee and Town Plan- 
ning Board, and report at a subse- 
quent meeting with respect to the 
system of assessing the taxable 
property of the town. 

It was voted that the Moderator 
appoint a committee including the 
Water and Sewer Board and three 
other citizens to investigate and re- 
port on the reservoir on the West Side. 
$100 was allowed the committee for 
expenses. 

Under Article 12. to see if the 
Town will vote to raise a sum of 
money for the erection and furnishing 
of one or more school buildings, etc., 
it was voted that a com.mitt.C3 i f seen 
be appointed by the Moderator, con- 
sisting of the School Committee, one 
member of the Planning Board and 
three other citizens, and report on this 
matter at a future meeting. 

Under Article 13, $2,000 was voted 
for a motor bus to transport school 
children from remote parts of the

CHURCHES IN HUNGARY 

Rev. Sydney B. Snow, R*v. Joel II. 
Mel calf and Edw. It. Witte 
Consecrated 



On Monday at 'A.U) p. m., in King's 
Chapel, at Tremont and School streets 
a most sicnilicant service was held, 
when three Unitarians, two elenrymen 
and one layman, were consecrated 
for s|>ecial service, pre para lory to 
their Koinjr t«> lluimury to work for 
the restoration and upbuilding of the 
Unitarian churches and the Unitarian 
residents of that country. 

The three nun who have volunteered 
for this service are Rev. Sydney B. 
Snow, associate minister of Kind's 
Chapel, Rev. Joel II. Metcalf of Win- 
chester, and Edward B. Witte of Buf- 
falo, N. Y. All three had experience 
abroad with the American expedition- 
ary forces during tin- World War. anil 
will go as representatives or the Uni- 
tarians of the United States, who are 
rnisinK a fund of $50,0110 to provide 
for the relief work. 

The Unitarian churches in Hungary 
are mostly in the far eastern part of 
the Kingdom, where they were estab- 
lished in the time of Martin Luther, 
maintaining their existence ever since. 
They are located in territory which 
has been ceded to Rumania, but with- 
out safeguards for that religious free- 
dom. For that reason this assistance 
is being sent to them. 

Mr. Snow durum the war. wr.s as- 
sociated with the Food Administration 
and also served as lield director for 
the American Red Cross in the Third 
Naval District. He sailed for France 
in November 11H8, and went with the 
victorious American Army into Ger- 
many, where he served with the Edu- 
cational Corps in Coblena. 

Mr. Metcalf has been minister of the 
Unitarian Church of Winchester since 
1910 and is famous because of his as- 
tronomical achievements, having dis- 
covered several new celestial bodies, 
with the aid of a telescope set up by 
him at his home in Winenester. Out- 
ing the war he was a Y. M. C. A. sec- 
retary in France, was under fire sev- 
eral times, and at one lime suffered 
severely from shell shock. 

Edward B. Wittt is a senor at Har- 
vard College, but has given up his 
studies to go on this mission. He is 
aa ensign in the Naval Aviation Re- 
serve and saw active service abroad 
during the World War, voiunu-cr'ng 
when war broke out and ;ra:nlnu at 
Technology Field. 

It is exnected that the three men 
will leave Boston this coming week for 
New York and will sail from there 
Saturday, March 13, going to London, 
then to Paris and from there eastward 
to Hungary. 

The service of consecration in- 
eluded an address by Rev. William H. 
Brummond of London, the only Eng- 
lishman who has been able to get into 
Hungary since hostilities began. He 
described the conditions there. Rev. 
Samuel A. Eliot. DD.. "resident of the 
American Unitarian Association, gave 
Hie charge to the three men. and Rev. 



Sydney B. Snow replied for them. The 
service of worship was conducted by 
Rev. Eugene It. Shipper <>f the Sec- 
ond Church, and there was music by 
the men's choir under the leadership 
of Dr. Richard C. Cabot. 

The service included Holy Com- 
munion, administered by Dr. Howard 
\. Brown, minister of King's Chapel, 
assisted bv Rev. Louis C. Cornish anil 
Rev. Henry Wilder Foote.

Word was received Saturday of the 
death of Mr. Henry T. Schaefer at 
Jacksonville,^ Flr-rido, after r. pro- 
tracted illness. Mr. Schaefer will be 
remembered as a former well known 
resident of this town. During his res- 
idence hire he was active m politics, 
as he was in subsequent years in 
State activities. He was one of the 
best known Democrats in this section. 
For the past 17 years Mr. Schaefer 
He was 
rs was 

encaged in the oil ouRPMS. 

Although born in New Yorx, Henry j 
Schaefer spent practically his entire 
adult life in Massachusetts^ where the j 
part he played in State politics will be | 
remembered many a day. lie was one . 
tf the most vigorous and fearless pol- 
itical figures in the field. 

He became prominent »n the bus:- | 
ness and theaovial life of Boston soon 
I after he established himself here, and 
I was known as an able student of eeo- 
j nomics, and a keen investigator of in- 
| dustrifci development. 

His political activities were prac- 
tically confined to the Democratic ; 
party, although in 1912, he had some 
defection to the ranks of the Hull i 
' Moosers. He was an alternate to the 
' convention in Chicago In 1890, when 
. Bryan was given his first nomination, 
and it was during this time that he 
! became closely allied with George 
' Fred Williams, and proved himself 
one of the shrewdest political work- 
■ ers in tho bay State. 

Later, after the formation of the 
' Bryan Club, of which Mr. Schaefer 
I was selected as Chairman, he conduct* 
rd the fight for the Democratic can- 
j didate for President in a manner that 
drew praise from Bryan himself. He 
held position as member of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee for eight 
'years, and was an advisor for man> 
years after. 

In 1904 he was unsuccessful candi- 
date for Secretary of State. In 1906 
his sensational charges that he had 
been approached and asked how much 
money he would contribute if he were 
given the nomination for Lieutenant 
Governor, brought about one of the 
liveliest political rumpuses In recent 
political history in this State. There 
was a full jury hearing ami much 
fireworks, but the sole result was that 
the jury reported "no bill." 

In 1915 he declined to run for the 
position of Secretary of State, 
chief thing that characterized 
Schaefer's political life was his aim 
to unify and harmonize the political 
actions of Hay State Democracy.

Whal a contrast this record is to tin- 
long list of fatalities from disease, 
frost, shipwreck, and starvation 
which in the popular mind has made 
the word arctic synonymous with 
tragedy and death. 

Thus Robert K. Peary crowned H 
life devoted to the exploration of the 
icy north and to the advancement of 
science by the hard- won discovery of 
the North Pole. The prize of font 
eenturies of striving yielding at last 
to the most persistent and scientific 
attack ever waged against it. Peary's 
success was made possible by lone 
experience, which gave him a thor- 
ough knowledge of the difficulties to 
be ovi iconic, and by an unusual com 
bination of mental and phytic ti 
power a resourcefulness wiii ii en- 
abled him to find a wiy to ur'nount 
i.ll obstacles, a tena rity and courage 
vhich knew no defeat, and a nliyaicvl 
endowment such as nature gives to 
few men. 

It has been well said that the glory 
of Peary's achievement belongs to the 
world and is shared by all mankind. 
But we, his fellow -country rrfen. who 
have known how he struggled these 
many years against discouragement 
and scoffing and how he persevered 
under financial burdens that would 
have crushed less stalwart shoulders, 
specially rejoice that he "made good 
at last," and that an American has 
become the peer of Hudson, Magellan, 
and Columbus. 

Peary's first address to the Nation- 
al Geographic Society was in the fall 
of 1888, when The Society was only 
a few months old. He then described 
an expidition which he had led across 
Nicaragua. He has been actively as- 
sociated with its work evor since 
those early days, and on his return 
from each of his expeditions to the> 
far north, his first public address wa.« 
to the National Geographic Society. 
His last public appearance was on the 
platform of the National Geographic 
Society when in January, 1919, he in- 
troduced Stefansson, who had just 
returned from the Canadian North. 

In 10(17, he was presented the Hut>- 
bard Gold Medal of The Society by 
President Roosevelt.', and in 1909 a 
'Special Gold Medal for his discovery 
of the North Pole and later was a 
member of its Board of Managers for 
years.

Fourth Session Completes Warrant for 
1926 

The fourth session of the annual 
town meeting held Monday night com- 
pleted the warrant for this year, the 
session holding out until ten-thirty. 
There was a very fair attendance, the 
meeting being much larger than that 
of last week Thursday night, but hard- 
ly so large as the first two sessions. 

The outstanding features of the 
meeting were the reconsideration of 
two previous votes and the reversal 
of former action. It was decided al- 
most unanimously to have the school 
survey, and likewise decided not to 
purchase the motor bus for transport- 
ing children to and from school for 
the outlying districts. 

The appointment of a commit- 
tee to nrepare plans for a Per- 
manent Memorial on Manchester Field 
was carried through as first proposed 
at last week's session, Mr. Sherman 
reading a letter from Mr. A. S. Hall, 
one of last week's objectors, stating 
that he had changed his mind, and Mr. 
Preston Pond, the other objector, not 
being present. 

Of importance to town laborers on 
the pension roll was the appropria- 
tion of $300 for providing some work 
for them to increase their allotment 
of $1 a dav. While it is doubtful if 
these old and faithful servants of the 
town will ever be called upon to pet- 
form anv laborious labor, the vote and 
appropriation had to be so passed to 
place it outside the statutes. 

The Chief of the Fire Department 
and the permanent men in the De- 
partment are now under civil service 
rules by the acceotar.ee of the two 
nets providing for this, and Mrs. Flor- 
ence G. Taylor of Stevens street was 
given permission to purchase a small 
strip of the Highland School lot for 
the purpose of making a driveway to 
give access to the rear of her house. 

$7"«0 was voted for plans and speci- 
fications for a new Bacon street 
bridge, and the Park Board was grant- 
; Ml the sum of $5)87 for th,e parcel 
; i f land owned by Mrs. Hannah Pre- 
; per at the north end of Judkin's Pond 
, near Nelson street, 
i An appropriation of interest was 
the $300 granted for expenses neces- 
sary at the bath houses on Mystic 
Lake, after the Town had voted to 
take these houses and open them for 
us<> of the children. 

Dr. Brown and D»\ Allen were as- 
sured that their bills for services 
rendered Albert R. Libby, injured by 
the breaking of a ladder during fire- 
men's practice at the Prince School, 
would be promptly paid. 

It was voted to accept, relocate, 
alter and widen Park street. 

The meeting opened on Article 18, 
the Permanent Memorial to those who 
; took part in the recent war. Not-. 
: withstanding reports of a big attend- 
I pnee of members of Winchester Post, 
1 American Legion, who were said to 
be going to turn out in a body, there 
! were very few Legion men present. 
I As a matter of fact, there has never 
developed the slightest degree of op- 
i i osition to this memorial; the citizens 
I having always acted unanimous'" Up- 
on it thus far. and v.tcn discussion as 
developed last week was only in the 
! question of ways anil means. 
| Mr. Roland !L Sherman of the com- 
mittee previously appointed to con- 
sider the matter, again read the com- 
j mittec's report, which was presented 
i the previous week, and explained in 
1 detail the work, consideration and 
j steps taken in making its decision. 
1 He read a letter from Mr. Alfred S. 
| Hall, stating that Mr. Hall approved 
the report. Mr. Hall last week rather 
. favored further consideration of the 

lorm and location of the memorial, 
j He stated that various sites had 
I been considered, all of which would 
(entail considerable expense; by plac- 
i ing the memorial on Manchester Field

Howbeit when he, the 
Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide 
you into all truth." At another time 
when impressed bv Peter's recogni- 
tion of the Christ, Truth, he said. ''Up- 
on this rock for understanding of the 
Spirit of truth] I will build mv 
church: and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it." It is of prime 
significance that Jesus had withheld a 
higher teaching from his disciples be- 
cause of their mental unreadiness to

mental cause of all bodily ailments, 
dawned upon her thought. She sud- 
denly awakened as from a dream, felt 
new life and strength, and arose from 
her bed instantaneously healed. 

She soon had an ardent desire to 
put her discovery into writing for the 
deliverance of a waiting world. She 
realized, however, that the discovery 
must first Im- thoroughly proved, and 
after several years of conclusive deni- 
pflBtation in healing, "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures" 
was written, ami became the textbook 
of Christian Science. In this inspired 
work Mrs. Eddy makes this signifi- 
cant statement: "Our Master healed 
the sick, practised Christian henlinc. 
and taught the generalities of its di- 
vine Principle to his students; but he 
left, no definite rule for demonstrating 
disease. This rule remained to be 
discovered in Christian Science" (p. 
147). 

The material human will is the chief 
obstacle in the way of mortals under- 
standing Christian Science. The nat 
ural spiritual fact of the allness of 
God. or Spirit, and of spiritual man 
and spiritual universe which the Bible 
teaches, is most unnatural to the ma- 
terial senses of mortals, whoso god is 
matter, whose man and universe are 
material, and whose will or law is ma- 
terial opinion or belief. Matter seems 
to these material senses to be the 
great and only fact. Honest thinkers 
sooner or later b ai n that the so-called 
law of material belief, and its effect, 
called matter, is a contradictory, con- 
fusing, and false claim, and is wholly 
contrary to spiritual law. They come 
to see that material sense is no law 
nor lawmaker whatever. Matter is 
the opposite of Spirit in nature and 
expression, and being the very re- 
verse of God it cannot be the creation 
of God. Spirit. 

One of the common beliefs of life 
and intelligence in matter is the pow- 
er that is given to a drug to restore 
health. This faith in matter in the 
form of a drug is more important ami 
harmful than most forms, because it 
■huts the door on direct faith in God, 
Spirit, as the immediate and only re- 
storer of health and life. What a god 
some people make of medicine! The 
drug is said to be given to assist na- 
ture to produce a cure; but the drug 
has no intelligence, it does not know 
where to go. then hew can it assist 
nature in the cure of disease? Nature 
truly is the natural healer of disease, 
but matter is not nature. Nature, 
rightly understood, is the manifesta- 
tion of divine Principle, and Principle, 
or Love, anil the spiritual Life thereof 
are not expressed through a negative 
false belief called matter. Physicians 
say that you will get well if you have 
a good constitution and enough vi- 
tality, and that nature cures you. but 
what are vitality and a good constitu- 
tion, and what is health? 

HEALTH DELUSIONS 

There are more delusions and su- 
perstitions about health than there are 



hours and days in the year. When I 
was a boy my mother ardently be- 
lieved that a periodical throat trouble, 
caused by an elongated palate, which 
doctors said I had. could only be re- 
lieved by wrapping my throat with a 
piece of 'red flannel smeared With lard, 
camphor, and salt; and the flannel al- 
ways had to be red flannel. When, 
soon after, my mother was healed in 
Christian Science, she immediately 
commenced healing others: and in two 
treatments, which she gave me fifteen 
minutes apart, that palate, which doc- 
tors said required a surgical opera- 
tion, suddenly became so shortened 
that I have not known since that I 
ever had one. 

Why is it not soon that the uncer- 
tainties in the progress of medicine, 
which history has shown, are due to 
the uncertainties of matter and ma- 
terial delief ? When will all good peo- 

I pie see that drugs do not. can not. re- 
store health, since "in him [Spirit] 

I we live, and move, and have our be- 
ing?" And when will it Im- seen that 
matter is not a cause, but an effect, 
the effect of the material mind, and 

lone goes badly astray so long as he 
deals with the effect, -so long as he 
drugs or treats it. fears or honors it . 

Looked at materially there always 
will be something unsolved in regard 
to vitality and health, but it is found 
that Christian Science disentangles 
these forces, sets them free from their 
material complications, and reveals 
health and vitality to be spiritual 
qualities or forces. Christian Science 
teaches that there is one and one only 
real Mind, or divine Principle, which 
is all life, intelligence, and substance,

matter. In his opinion, it is stife to 
say that it will take Hve years, if the 
salaries are made attractive he fore 
the tide can l>e changed. The sal 
aries will have to be made high, 
sooner or later; it is merely a mat- 
ter of deciding tins year whether the 
public school system shall l>e sen- 
pusiy affected for the n> xt live years 
or whether it shall he broken down 
for the next ten or fifteen years. 
Any man with ordinary common 
sense ought to he able to sec at this 
time how slow and how serious is any 
work of reconstruction. Any man 
who has an idea that the reconstruc- 
tion of a broken down public school 
system can lie done in a few days or 
weeks or months -or even in a very 
few years - is sadly deficient in or- 
dinary intelligence. 

Teaching has been referred to as 
a "noble profession", and so i: is; 
but it becomes ignoble, miserable and 
degrading when its chii I' exponents 
are compelled to .ire. s more cheaply 
than waitresses, when its chief cx- 
IKinents have to live more carefully 
than manicurists, and when its chief 
exponents have to eke out a miserable 
existence as a result of the stingy 
ingratitude > f taxpayers. Young wo- 
men are no longer the idealists that 
they once were.

Fifty disabled soldiers, manv of I 
whom had lost a leg in the war and 
wore an artificial one in its pine, 
climbed JUKI steps of the British House 
of Commons tower the other after- 
noon to study the mechanism of "Big 
Ben," the giant timepiece.

1 cup sliced carrots 

1 cup sliced onions 

1 cup celery cut in bits 

1 cup sliced turnips 

:5 tablespoons fat (preferably from 

salt pork). 

If the meat is not sold in a solid 
piece, skewer or tie it into shape, wipe 
it with damp cheesecloth, and roll in 
flour. Boil vegetables in salted water 
to barely cover until soft. Rub 
through a coarso strainer. Heat fat 
in a frying pan or Dutch oven. Put 
in the meat and brown on all sides. 
If the frying pan is used, transfer the 
meat, after it is brown, to a kettle, 
unless the pan is deep enough to hold 
the beef. Pour the vegetables and 
their liquid over the meat, together 
with any preferred seasoning. Cover 
tightly ami let simmer slowly for four 
or five hours, turning twice.

ORIGIN OK AMERICAN MILITARY 
DECORATIONS 



In view of the current discussion in 
Congress concerning th<* awards made 
by tiie American Government for dis- 
tinguished services and acts of hero- 
ism during the World War. the Nation- 
al Geographic Society has issued the 
following bulletin giving tin his- 
tory of the three Army awards now 
bestowed and setting forth the cir- 
cumstances under which they are 
given: 

in nearly all the countries which 
are included under the teim of Great 
Powers decorations for distinguished 
service rendered to the State take 
precedence over those awarded for 
acts of valor, this on the theory thai 
the services of statesmen, generals, 
and other public men high in the 
councils of the nation are of more 
importance, and therefore deserve 
higher reward than <k> infUCvltlua! 
asts of gallantry on the battlefield, 
says the bulletin which is based on 
a communication to The Society hy 
Col. Robert E. Wyllie. U. S. A. 

The « xceptions to this rule aif* 
Great Britain and the United States 
in both of wheh countries - the pri- 
mary valor decoraton takes prece- 
dence over all others, and it is worthy 
of note that the standards set for 
these two rewards are not only higher 
than in any other country, but they 
are also more rigorously applied. 

Awards of the Victoria Cross 
(British) and of the Medal of Honor 
( American I are si rare and so jeal- 
ously guarded that tbey are undoubt- 
edly the two highest h*n".ors which 
can be bestov.>t! for van r, and this 
may serve to explain wh> th?y are 
placed first in their respective coun- 
tries, contrary to the custom of all 
others. An additional resemblance 
is that neither is ever bestowed on a 
foreignor. The Victoria Cross is lim- 
ited to British subjects by royal de- 
cree; in the case of the Medal of Hon- 
or, there is no law prohibiting its 
award to a foreignor, but it has never 
been done and custom is sometimes 
more potent than acts of Congress. 

The Medal of Honor was institu- 
ted by an act of Congress in 1S61 
and was the earliest American dec- 
oration. However, it applied at that 
time only to enlisted men of the 
Navy. In the following year enlisted 
men of the Army were included, anil 
by an act approvd March :i, 1863, 
its provisions were extended to in- 
clude officers in the Army, but navai 
officers were not eligible for this dec- 
oration until 1915. 

The conditions under which Che 
Armv Medal of Honor may be award- 
ed have been changed from time in 
time. Today the law provides that: 

The President s authorized to 
present, in the name of Congress, n 
Medal of Honor only to each person 
who. while an officer or enlisted man 
of the Army, shall hereafter, in ac- 
ton involving actual conflict with an 
enemy, distinguish himself conspic- 
uously by gallantry and intrepidity 
at the risk of his life, above and be- 
yond the call of duty. 

The Distinguished Service Medal, 
the American decoration which i- 
second only to tin* Medal of Honor, 
can be awarded by the President to 
"any person who. while serving in 
any' capacity with the Army of the 
United States, shall distinguish him- 
self or herself by specially merito- 
rious service to the government in a 
duty of irreat responsibility." The 
Distinguished Service Medal for the 
Navy is warded under exactly the 
same conditions as for the Army and 
was established by act of Congress 
in February. 1919. 

it should be noted that the ser- 
vices to be rewarded with this dec- 
oration do not have to be rendered 
at the front, much less in action, the 



requirement of great rcspi*'i*ibilit> J 
being the governing factor. It was in- 
tended to lie Used i'l I lie same way as 
the Legion of Honor of France ,;iid 
other similar orders with which Eu- 
ropean countries reward the great 
leaders of their military and naval 
forces. 

The institution of the Distinguished 
Service Medal in tin- Army of tin 
United States was in rei'ognit.ion "i 
the fact that i" an army of modern 
times all the fighting is not done on 
the fighting front; but that those who 
served by way of preparing others 
and those whose services were spec- 
ially necessary in assoeiat ion with 
military operations are equally serv- 
ing in the cause. 

The Distinguished Service Cross i- 
purely an Army decoration and is be- 
stowed as a reward for individual 
acts of "extraordinary heroism in 
connection with military operations 
against an armed enemy" not war- 
ranting the award of the Medal ol 
Honor. 

It is indicative of the growing rec- 
ognition of the important position 
of women in the modern state, thai 
both the Distinguished Service Medal 
and the Distinguished Service Cross 
have been awarded to women.

Little Amphian Has .Strong Homing 
Instinct 



When I was a boy down on <'a|H* 
Cod. writes a friend of the Compan- 
ion, I remember my mother scraping 
the side of a toad with her hoe while 
working in the garden. The next day 
mother noticed there was a large scab 
in the toad's side. It made her ner- 
vous to look at it. and she asked me to 
put the toad in a box anil carry it 
away. I carried the toad a distance 
of three miles into '.he woods and 
dropped him. He was hack in our gar- 
den the very next day; and although 
I repeated the performance three 
t mi's, it hopped back every time. Fi- 
nally mother said not to bother him. 
for the scab was healing. 

I never gave that a second thought 
until 1 happened to be studying under 
Professor Sharp at Boston university, 
when, to illustrate a point to the class, 
he said that toads, like carrier pi- 
geons, possessed the homing instinct: 
then I thought of the toad that mother 
had asked me to carry away from our 
garden at Provineetown, 80 years be- 
fore. 



!' happened next morning after 
I ':• !'■ -s or Sharp made the remark 
a'i o; the homing instinct of h ip-loads 
thai a freight conductor came into (he> 

-mil towi* whore I am i mnloved 
and showed nie a h ip toad he had 
picked up on the lawn at lhe4d-*-«ugus 
stution and brought to Boston in his 
caboose; he said he intended to put 
the i". nl in hi* garden at Somerville 
to eat the hugs. 

I told the conductor about Ihe ex- 
norience I had with a toad down on 
Capo Cod and that Professor Sharp 
had said that toads did really posse s 
the homing instinct. Finally, we de- 
cided to tie a small latr to the toad's 
h ml leg w ith the conductor's i ame and 
address written on it; and he was t" 
turn Ihe toad loose in his garden at. 
Somerville that afternoon. When the 
conductor's train arrived al Saugua 
the next noon Ihe toad with a tag on 
which his name was written was hop- 
ping around mi the lawn at ihe Saugua 
station, « 

In order to prove still further thai 
toads do really possess the homing in- 
stinct I took a toad from my garden 
at Wakefield, ten miles from Boston. 
Putting the toad in a box. I walked 
to the Wakefield station and look a 
(rain for Boston a t half-past tea in the 
evening. When I arrived in Boston I 
transferred to the Elevated and rode 
to Charlestown. and at the corner of 
Perkins nnd Haverhill streets. f'harl<*s- 
town. one mile from Boston, m ar the 
• iirnal tower where I work, I released 
the toad. The toad was tagged with 
my name and address. 

As I walked into my driveway in 
Wakefield at half-past eight Ihe next 
morning a dusty looking toad with a 
small tag tied to his hind leg hopped 
across the lawn from the direction of 
th- Metrooolitnn park reservation and 
placed himself under the sill cock, 
wh' re th«* water drinped on him and 
bathed his dusty back.

MILK SURVEY 

In July and August a Milk Survey 
was undertaken by the State Milk 
Inspection Department with the Mas- 
sachusetts Agricultural College. Mas- 
sachusetts Agricultural Experiment 
Station, Mass. Milk Inspectors' Asso- 
ciation. Massachusetts Dairymen's 
Association, and the Food and Drug 
Division of the State Dept. of Health 
co-operating. 

Five hundred and eighty-one sam- 
ples were taken by agents of the 
Dairy Division and .'>7l of these ex- 
amined by representatives of the co- 
operating organizations. By agree- 
ment of the Advisory Committee, sam- 
ples were taken from one third of tin- 
Licensed milk peddlers in each of the 
cities and towns selected by the com- 
mittee. Parties from whom samples 
were to be taken were kept in igno- 
rance of the time and place so that all 
opportunity for extra preparation on 
their part was avoided.
